Mariclogy Collection 


By MURIEL S. O’NEILL 


ECEMBER, marked by one of the 

several Feast days devoted by the 
Catholic church to Mary, Mother of 
Jesus, that of the Feast of the Im- 
maculate Conception on the 8th, and 
also by Christmas, is a fitting time 
for the Marian Library at the Uni- 
versity of Dayton, Dayton 9, Ohio, 
to be in “full swing” in its plan of 
expansion. 

Branch directors are being named 
in principal cities‘ of the country, so 
that by Christmas approximately 50 
such persons will be commissioned to 
enlarge the scope of the library. 

Founded in October of last year, 
the library is devoted entirely to 
Mariology, the study of that branch 
of theology treating of the life and 
prerogatives of the Blessed Virgin 
and the part she played in man’s re- 
demption and sanctification. 

About 700 documents including 
books and pamphlets, and also sev- 
eral hundred pictures, large and 
small, have already been gathered 
up and contributed on an entirely 
volunteer basis. The author file of 
available titles includes over 2,500 
entries to date. Eventually, the li- 
brary will be a bureau of research, 
both for local and off-campus schol- 
ars. 

It is particularly fitting, too, that 
this work be promulgated and for- 


warded by the Catholic Priests of the - 


Society of Mary (Marianists), an ord- 


er devoted to Mary and founded in 
France in 1817 at Bordeaux, early 
in the 19th century which was marked 
by those two great Marian devotions, 
the Immaculate Conception, and the 
Heart of Mary. The Society of Mary 
was one of various French missions 
which effected the practical religious 
renaissance of the early 19th century 
in France. 

Founder of the order was Wiiliam 
Chaminade, for whom are named the 
Chaminade High schools in Mineola 
and Dayton, each of which has con- 
tributed to the Marian Library. Soon 
after its founding, the Society sent 
missionaries to all parts of the world 
and by 1850 the Priests and Brothers 
of the order had crossed the plains 
of Ohio and in that year established 
the University of Dayton. When the 
institution celebrates its centennial 
in 1950 it is hoped that the library 
will be rounded out. 

It was Rev. William Ferree, editor 
of the Society’s magazine, the Mari- 
anist, who suggested the library, a 
project initiated by Rev. Lawrence 
Monheim, until his transfer. Since then 
Rev. Edmund J. Baumeister who, 
like his predecessors, is a member of 
the Society of Mary, has been direc- 
tor of the Library, and is also editor 
of the Marian Library Newsletter, 
the first issue of which was published 
in October of this year. Father Bau- 
meister is also dean of the graduate 
division of the University. 

Mariology is a particularly rich 
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subject in Catholicism, due to Mary’s 
earthly joys and sorrows as the Moth- 
er of Jesus, and her Coronation, fol- 
lowing her Assumption, as Queen of 
Heaven. As the most powerful medi- 
atrix between man and God, she is 
granted all reverence. In reciting the 
Rosary, the Catholic repeats (among 
other prayers) 50 times the Ave Ma- 
ria, which begins with the salutation 
of the Angel Gabriel, from the Gos- 
pel of Luke I, “Hail, full of grace, 
the Lord is with thee. Blessed art 
thou among women.” This is included 
in the Mass for the Feast of the 
Immaculate Conception. Mary is also 
honored on the Feast of the Annun- 
ciation, March 25, and on the Feast 
of the Assumption, August 15. The 
Feast of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary was extended in 1865 by Pope 
Pius IX to the whole Catholic church. 

In discussing the library, Father 
Baumeister pointed out that ‘“‘the 
whole project has progressed thus 
far on a voluntary basis, including 
services and donations of books and 
funds. A faculty committee of 10 
Brothers of the Society of Mary give 
their time and a student committee 
also contributes time each week. 

“The list of titles will probably be 
printed in the near future and made 
available to all who are willing to 
complete it by their own research in 
libraries in their locality,” Father 
Baumeister said. 

Most substantial of the many gifts 
which have poured upon the Library 
from every part of the country are 
70 volumes of the Ave Maria Mag- 
azine, published at the University of 
Notre Dame. The donor is Msgr. 
James M. Ryan of Columbus, Ohio, 
and the volumes with a few excep- 
tions include every number since 
1907. Efforts are being made to com- 
plete the set from inception of the 
magazine in 1865. 

“Several new autographed copies of 
Marian books have been donated re- 
cently,” Father Baumeister writes in 
the Newsletter. “Most notable of these 
is the ‘Song of Bernadette’ by Franz 
Werfel. Among the other author- 
donors are Sister Mary Elien, S. N. D., 
Sister Mary Aloysi, S.N.D., Sister 
Maura, and Soeur Paul-Emile, 8.G.C. 
The latter two are among the first 
contributors from Canada,” he writes. 


Only one dark cloud appears upon 
Father Baumeister’s horizon in con- 
nection with the Library project. 
That is the shortage of books, due to 
war conditions. ‘The greatest difficul- 
ty,” said Father Baumeister, “has been 
encountered during the past months 
in purchasing books from publishers 
because the books are out of print. 
It has been rather disheartening to 
find that in all the large orders sent 
to publishers, 80 per cent of the titles

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“The Three Mile Picture” 


Comments on “The World’s Biggest 
Picture,” by Frank Farrington, in a 
recent issue of HOBBIES brings the 
following comment from E. M. Ban- 
vard, Minnesota: 

“Mr. Farrington refers to the 
picture as a panorama, but I believe it 
was a cyclorama. Webster makes 
three interesting distinctions: 
CYCLORAMA: A large picture re- 

presentation encircling the spec- 
tator, often having real objects 
as a foreground. 

DIORAMA: A mode of scenic repre- 
sentation, invented by Daguerre 
and Boulton, in which a painting, 
(partly translucent) is seen from 
a distance through an opening. 

PANORAMA: A _ picture exhibited 
a part at a time, by being unrolled 
before the spectator.’ 

“My father (John Banvard) painted 
a panorama of the Mississippi 
River back in the Forties of the 
last century. It was called the 
“Three Mile Picture,” and _ repre- 
sented 1200 miles of shoreline. 
It took nearly three hours to unroll 
from one cylinder to another. It was 
a great success, and was exhibited 
in New York,Boston, England and 
France. When in London Queen 
Victoria wished to see it, and it was 
taken to Windsor castle and shown to 
the Queen and royal family. This 
often has been referred to as the 
largest picture ever painted.”

French museum authorities worked 
for years prior to the war on plans 
to remove thousands of the most val- 
uable paintings, statues and arche- 
ological pieces. Trusted men, whose 
own colleagues working in the same 
room did not know the secret, hid 
them from bom’s and then from the 
German invasion. 

The Mona Lisa was for a time 
hidden in Paris. Then it was taken to 
a secret place miles from any town 
or village. 


Many French art authorities are

The Brooklyn, N. Y. Museum began 
its fall season with a large exhibition 
entitled POSADA — PRINTMAKER 
TO THE MEXICAN PEOPLE. Some 
six hundred prints, blocks and photo- 
stat enlargements made up the exhibi- 
tion. Divided into ten large groups, 
including social injustices, revolution, 
social satire, songs and games, stories 
and current events and a series called 
calaveras (prints used especially for 
the fiesta celebrating “The Day of 
the Dead”), they enabled museum 
visitors to see a cross section of 
prints. With the prints, also were 
assembled background material show- 
ing everyday Mexican life in the time 
of Posada. 

As printmaker to the Mexican 
people, Posada, through his graphic 
work, produced an art that was 
understood and appreciated in the re- 
motest village.

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FALL AND WINTER 
SUIT EXHIBIT 


When winter comes there is a re- 
silience in the air and Milady turns 
her attention to suits and coats for 
the colder days. For its contribution 
to the Season, the Chicago Histori- 
cal Society is displaying a number of 
models of fall and winter suits of 
yesteryear. 

The girls of 1900 were wearing 
styles but little changed from those 
their older sisters had donned in the 
1880’s and 1890’s. The bustle had 
dwindled to merely a slight fullness 
as we can see in a heavy white duve- 
tyn suit of that period. The coat is 
knee length with full sleeves and the 
whole suit is abundantly trimmed in 
raised, embroidered white medallions. 
Black velvet forms the collar, belt 
and buttons which decorate the cuffs 
and hem. 

In 1905, we find the first tendency 
toward strict tailoring in a _ white 
serge suit made by Marshall Field & 
Company, Chicago’s well known 
store. Its lines are gracefully fitted, 
and its sleeves more modified in size, 
and there is a stately reserve in its 
simplicity. Austerity is avoided by 
three large beautiful pearl buttons 
and a simple black satin collar and 
cuffs. That femininity prevailed dur- 
ing the era, howewer, is evidenced by 
a very lavish black faille suit of that 
vear, profusely trimmed with bands 
and loops of self-material and a dain- 
ty black lace edging. The sleeves are 
extremely full in contrast with the 
white serge, and remind one of 
George Washington’s best suit with 
their wide white lace undertrim. The 
skirt is long, very full and quite 
dressy. 

Another young woman’s choice in 
1906 was a Parisian suit of fine black 
broadcloth with dulled red and yellow 
stripes faintly perceptible, and orn- 
ate trimming of black satin braid. A 
light wine colored chiffon blouse with 
the high lace collar of the day was 
worn with this suit and the first in- 
dication of the present popular 
“jumper” is seen in the black satin

girdle with cross shoulder straps. The 
drab colors of the Victorian era were 
fast disappearing as a bright red 
duvetyn suit in the exhibit indicates. 
Black silk ribbon trim with appli- 
qued strips of red braid relieve the 
intensity of the high color and the 
style is a modification of the femin- 
ine tenor with a multitude of stitched 
pleats in skirt and sleeves. 

From 1912 to 1916, the hobble skirt 
predominated fashion. Two trousseau 
suits are indicative of this trend— 
both street suits. One is a deep burnt 
orange velour Parisian outfit with 
brown fur collar and jacket edging, 
and the other a gray gabardine with 
silk braid edging and a cute paisley 
vestee, made by Marshall Field & Com- 
pany. The sleeves no longer show the 
leg o’mutton effect but are slim and 
straight and the shoulders narrower 
and more rounded. The jackets are 
short and of the Eton type. 

A jump to the late 1920’s and 
early 1930’s provides a definite con- 
trast when we come to another suit 
of black pin stripe. The moderate 
tailored influence is considerable more 
evident and the trimming less osten- 
tatious. 

The hats accompanying the suits 
on display are typical of the fash- 
ions with which they are shown. The 
large plumed hats of the early 1900’s 
give way to the more closely fitting 
chapeaux of a later date. In the 
hobble-skirt era, hats were smaller 
with narrow brims or none at all; 
crowns became flatter and decor- 
ations more modified. It is interest- 
ing to note, however, that the pres- 
ent day trend is back to the turn of 
the century.

So we began with crickets and 
grasshoppers, a ladybug beetle and 
daddy longlegs, When bumblebees are 
encased in the Zoo they find butter- 
and-eggs provided for them, a mon- 
arch caterpillar feels so much at 
home that shortly after his arrival he 
suspends himself, preparing to demon- 
strate the mystery of his ‘house with 
gold nails.’ Now came lacewing flies, 
horntails and a butterfly that nobody 
knows and it is the staff member’s 
turn to say ‘What is it?’ as she re- 
treats to the library and scans the 
insect volumes. Lately, by the infor- 
mation desk a tray has appeared with 
a row of Insect Zoo specimens. ‘Tell 
me their names again,’ says John, 
pointing a small finger at each one. 
Then he repeats their names, pausing 
to smile at the little butterfly nobody 
knew. ‘This,’ he says, ‘is Phyciodes.’ ”

HISTORY IN BRONZE 


The Smithsonian Institution has 
announced the acquisition of a new 
historical collection of bronze statues 
of 50 notable American public men 
of wartime, made during this year by 
Sculptor Max Kalish, A. N. A. The 
collection is housed in the same 
building with the Lindbergh plane 
and the figures showing dresses of 
the wives of the Presidents. The col- 
lection is the gift of W. M. Kiplinger, 
editor of the Kiplinger Washington 
Letters, who headed the private com- 
mittee which made the selections and 
arranged for the sittings. 

The bronze figures are about two 
feet tall, one-third life size. They show 
the subjects full length, not merely 
busts. They are in great detail, re- 
cording the personal appearance and 
mannerisms of the subjects. The metal 
in the statues came from old bronze, 
old statues melted down, for no new 
bronze was available for this purpose 
during the war. Each was made by 
the sculptor from life, with one ex- 
ception. The title of the collection is 
“The Living Hall of Washington, 
1944,” 

Dr. Alexander Wetmore, acting 
secretary of The Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, in announcing the acquisition 
said: “This is one of the most im- 


“portant historical collections of por- 


trait sculpture ever made in this 
country, and is certainly an outstand- 
ing contribution to the portrait 
records of these times. High officials

of the government during this par- 
ticular war year are included—the 
President and his entire cabinet, most 
of the war agency administrators, 
some of the leading Generals and 
Admirals, several labor leaders, sever- 
al industrialists who are conspicuous 
in war production, and other private 
citizens who are regarded as ‘public 
men.’ 

“To have these portrait figures for 
permanent exhibit to the public will 
promote historical interest in these 
wartimes. The statues can also serve 
as source studies in future years. In- 
asmuch as they were made from life 
they may be used by artists, sculptors 
and writers in the years ahead, when 
the history of these times will be 
studied and written. 

“When the war is over and tourist 
travel to Washington is resumed,” 
said Dr. Wetmore, “this collection of 
notable men of wartime is expected to 
attract many visitors, and to become 
one of the most popular exhibits in 
The Smithsonian.” 

No duplicate of the collection will 
be made, but photographs of the 
figures will be made available to other 
museums, libraries, schools and _his- 
torical societies,

PREHISTORIC 
MUSEUM PLANNED 


Utah’s post-war plans call for a 
museum at Vernal which will house 
recreations of prehistoric life, serve 
as information center for tourists 
and be used as _ national summer 
school for research and study by ad- 
vanced paleontology and_ geology 
students. - 

According to Utah’s state publicity 
department,. Uintah basin is one of 
the country’s richest fields for geolog- 
ists and _ paleontologists. Exposed 
formations in Uinta mountains ex- 
tend from Cenozoic to Proterozoic era, 
an immense period which gives a 
“near-crosssection of the earth.” 
Dinosaur national monument, about 
12 miles northeast of here, is one of 
the most remarkable dinosaur fossil 
deposits discovered. Oidest fossilized 
ants yet found were taken from Green 
river oil shales of Uintah basin; old- 
est sabre toothed mammal, a creodent, 
is from Devil’s playground in this 
area; oldest fossil rabbits recorded 
are from Uintah’s Pleasant valley 
wash. Evidences of préhistoric man 
also are found here. Vernal project 
would feature life-like reproductions 
of prehistoric life that roamed the 
region millions of years ago, and 
serve as information center on ancient 
and modern Indian tribes.

CRIBBAGE BOARD EXHIBIT 

One of the recent exhibits at. the 
Rosicrucian Egyptian Museum, San 
Jose, Calif., featured a large collec- 
tion of cribbage boards gathered from 
all parts of the world by Dr. Roland 
G. Breuer of San Jose. 

One of the interesting groups in 
this collection is a series of six walrus 
ivory boards from Alaska. They are 
decorated with intricate carvings and 
designs, and one is ornamented with 
five miniature figures of walruses, 
done in dark brown fossilized ivory. 

Other boards are from France, 
Germany, Hawaii, the East Indies, 
China and the United States. They 
show beautiful workmanship in metal, 
leather and inlays of precious woods. 
Ancient Egyptian counters, about 
5,000 years old, used in_ the 
game of Draughts shared the spot- 
light in this exhibit. The Egyptians 
played a game similar to cribbage, 
and used a board patterned in many 
respects, like the wooden cribbage 
board.

The Historical Society of Tarry- 
towns, North Tarrytown, N. Y., has 
opened a room in the Philipse Manor 
showing material uncovered on the 
grounds of the manor. Included are 
buttons, pipes, fragments of pottery, 
and Indian artifacts. 

The Maryland Historical Society, 
Baltimore, has received the Louis H. 
Dielman Index of Maryland Biogra- 
phies—a card catalogue of more than 
150,000 Marylanders compiled by Mr. 
Dielman over a period of 25 years. 

The New Jersey Historical Society, 
Newark, has redecorated its Freling- 
huysen Room and furnished it in the 
period of 1760-1810. 

The New York Historical Associa- 
tion, Cooperstown, has received the 
radio scripts of the historical series 
Calvacade of América, sponsored by 
E. I. DuPont De Nemours and Com- 
pany. One script deals with the 
making of Thomas Jefferson’s life 
mask, now in the association’s col- 
lection. 

The Northeast Kansas Historical 
Society has been instrumental in the 
restoration of the Iowa, Sauk, and 
Fox Mission at Highland, Kan. 


The Dallas Historical Society, Dal- 
las, Texas, in its educational work, 
conducts history clubs in Dallas 
schools, Each club carries on a pro- 
gram of activities in its own school, 
and all clubs meet each Saturday 
morning at the society.

collect the cars themselves, for they 
run into a lot of money to start with 
and then there is the expensive prop- 
osition of storing them. I have had 
some of my cars for 15 years; by 
way of example, let’s assume I paid 
$50 for one of them. Storage runs 
about $2.50 per month for a city 
garage, which amounts to $30 a year. 
Well, you figure it out, it makes my 
head ache, Of course, to offset this I 
have rented cars to the Movies and 
have had other revenue from some 
of them, but they have to have fresh 
paint, new tires, tops, and other ad- 
ditions from time to time. All in all, 
the owning of the cars themselves is 
an expensive hobby. 


However, the collecting of old cars 
grows upon you. You buy one car 
and it becomes precious, like an old 
friend; then you run across another 
one that you simply can’t pass up, 
and now you have two. Then you 
hear of a car “in an old barn,” a 
few miles away, and irresistibly you 
go to see it, and soon there are three. 
You are hopelessly “infected” with 
“autoitis.” Some of our Horseless 
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Carriage Club members have gone 
on and on until they own museums. 
“Doc.” Shafer, president of this club 
of lovers of auto history, has more 
than 50 cars. For a long time, he was 
the No. 1 collector, but Vice Presi- 
dent Lindley Bothwell bought the 
collection of the Whitney Brothers in 
San Francisco, consolidated it with 
his own, traded or sold the less de- 
sirable duplicates and emerged from 
the deal with 75 cars, truly the out- 
standing collection, at least on the 
Pacific Coast. 

I see, however, that I am detour- 
ing from my original subject, ‘“Auto- 
mobile Name Plates,” and in follow- 
ing the trai) back I want to point 
out that old, brass, oil sidelights, and 
acetylene headlamps, polished and 
lacquered, make a fine showing on

EGENDS connected with Christ- 

mas are numerous and are symbol- 
ized in many forms. Small bells are 
used to decorate Christmas packages, 
and Christmas cards often portray 
angels ringing bells. 

A bell of particular Christmas 
significance is one in the Bell Collect- 
tion at Mission Inn in Riverside, Calif. 
It is about 30 years old, a well made 
copy of an old altar bell from a 
church in Belgium. Two storks with 
outspread wings form the body of the 
bell. There is a quaint legend about 
the stork being especially blessed by 
the Infant Christ. As the newborn 
Savior lay in the manger, a mother 
stork flew close by and noticed the 
rough surroundings and uncomforta- 


ble bed of the child. In pity she 
plucked many feathers from her 
wings and breast, and made the 


manger soft for the Babe, who in 
gratitude blessed the stork for all 
time. To this day storks are held in 
reverence by all men, and live among 
them protected and venerated. Two 
fishes form the handle of the bell, the 
fish being the symbol of Christ. 
Another smaller bell has as its han- 
dle the tower of the Church of St. 
Nicholas at Newcastle-on-Tyne in 
England. This church dates from the 
fourteenth century and has its patron 
saint, Nicholas of Myra, who was 
especially beloved by children. He is 
the same St. Nick or Santa Claus, so 
dear to the hearts of children of today. 
One of the Saint’s attributes is three 
balls or bags of gold, typifying his 
gifts for children. his sign of three

bell, Stork bell, St. Francis bell. 


gold balls has been adopted by pawn 
brokers as their own. Doubtless some 
down-and-outers do believe that there 
is a Santa Claus when given cash on 
their belongings, 

It was St. Francis of Assisi who 
introduced the Christmas Crib, the 
portrayal of the Christ in the manger, 
as shown in Catholic churches at 
Christmas time. One of the most

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prized bells of the Mission Inn collec- 
tion is a Sanctus bell of brass from 
the church of Santa Maria degli 
Angeli at Portiuncula, Italy. This 
church is built on the site and over 
the hut of St. Francis of Assisi. This 
bell was procured personally by Mr. 
Miller, the late master of Mission 
Inn, many years ago when he was at 
Portiuncula.

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Meditations of an 
Autograph Collector 


E continue this month with the 

memoirs of an autograph collector, 
Adrian H. Joline, who set down his 
thoughts in book form for Harper and 
Brothers, 1902. In Chapter IV, Joline 
wrote: 

“Lawrence Hutton has a pleasant 
way of accumulating autographic 
riches. That genial personage contrives 
to bring together a varied assortment 
of astonishing things, and he under- 
stands the art of arranging them 
attractively. The autographo-maniac 
who is permitted to view the treasures 
stored in the pretty library in Peep 
o’Day may well consider himself a 
favorite of fortune. Hutton used to 
have a singular fondness for death- 
masks, which are only a sort of auto- 
graph—face-made rather than hand- 
made; but he is fonder yet of his 
memorabilia, and he shows them 
cheerfully—often parting with them 
generously for the benefit of others. 
As I think of him affectionately, I 
take down from the shelf a _ book 
called Curiosities of the American 
Stage, which with commendable fore- 
sight he arranged especially for easy 
extra-illustration, and I go back in 
reminiscence to that fascinating room 
which looks out over the hills and 
plains of Princeton. I think we may be 
able to find some autographs scattered 
among the pages which will be worth 
meditating about—but not, I hope, too 
prosily. ‘ 

“As I turn the pages of Hutton’s 
entertaining volume, the first thing 
I observe is, that the publishers have 
the effrontery to say, “All rights re- 
served.” I wonder what they mean.

They certainly cannot arrogate to 
themselves the sole right to enjoy the 
book, or to crowd it as full of auto- 
graphs and portraits as the .urse and 
the patience of the proprietor will 
permit. But I do not believe that 
Harper and Brothers really meant to 
be grasping; and since the great old 
house has been reorganized, every 
one must hope that it has entered 
upon a new century of prosperity, 
even if the managers have sadly dis- 
arranged the time-honored boys with 
the flowers and the bubbles, depriving 
them of the scanty draperies in which 
they have disported themselves on the 
covers of the Magazines for more 
than 50 years. 

“We encounter at the outset the 
name, the portrait, and the autograph 
of that eminent, robust, and bulky- 
legged ornament of the boards, Edwin 
Forrest.Looking back on what may be 
called the middle ages of the American 
drama, we find ourselves marvelling 
how an intelligent people could be- 
come enthusiastic over such an actor 
as Forrest, who was noisy and pom- 
pous, and utterly without light and 
shade. When we contemplate American 
art, American architecture, and. the 
American state of the ‘forty-fifties,’ 
we perceive that they were all of 
about the same degree of merit, and 
we reflect that, although we were 
sensitive and angry under the criti- 
cism of foreigners, those unpleasant 
foreigners were not far wrong. They 
should not have been so severe upon 
us; it was very rude indeed; but in 
this opening year of the greatest 
century of mankind we must admit 
that in those mediaeval days we were 
in some respects as we were described 
in the immortal words of our Elijah 
Pogram, ‘rough as our barrs and wild 
as our buffalers.’ There is no self- 
humiliation involved in such a con- 
fession, for we were a young nation, 
trying to do in 300 years what Eng- 
land required more than thrice 300 
years to accomplish. 

“Forrest was a magnate in his 
generation, and he occupied a large 
section of the public mind. Long time 
ago I saw and heard him—I certainly 
heard him—in that dismal play called 
‘Virginius,’ and perhaps he came as 
near to being a Roman as Eugene 
Field came to being a Horace. His 
stalwart personality was somewhat 
impressive, although not altogether 
fascinating, and he stalked about, 
howled, and made many strange loud 
sounds. I did not find him great or 


_convincing, and he exhibited as much 


delicacy as a New York cab driver 
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might display in rendering the part 
of Titania in “The Midsummer- 
Night’s Dream.’ 

But why should I ruffle the peaceful 
current of these meditations by abus- 
ing our distinguished tragedian. He 
filled a commanding position in the 
dramatic world; he was the typical 
American actor of his time; and he 
had the admiration not only of the 
populace but of a great number of 
the people of culture and refinement. 
I may explain i+ very simply. He 
wrote this, which I have embalmed in 
the pages of my book: 

“DEAR SIR:—It is very tiresome 
to write these silly autographs. 

Yours, 
EDWIN FORREST 
Boston, November 14, 1855. 

“Observe the hideous Philistinism 
of that ‘note,’ Is it not enough to 
make the writer odious to all of my 
tribe? I am of the opinion that I have 
ample justification for the severest 
denunciation of any man who could 
deliberately pen such a self-accusing 
statement, particularly as he is 
dead and can never resent it.”

How Not to Collect 


A widely syndicated story coming 
out of Philadelphia tells of the auc- 
tion there on October 13 of an auto- 
graph collection garnered by unusual 
means from the great and near-great 
by the hoax of a boy, who is now 
in the armed forces. 

The unidentified youth posed as a 
millionaire sportsman and wrote each 
notable on his list that he was going 
to launch a new yacht soon, named 
for his victim, and asked for a signed 
photograph for the stateroom. 

Among those who quickly complied 
with their request was Rudyard Kip- 
ling, Winston Churchill, the late 
Georges Clemenceau, and many oth- 
ers equally as well known. 

The boy was getting along famous- 
ly with his hoax until Benito Musso- 
lini sent a personal representative to 
the “launching.” It was then that the 
boy gave up this plan.

CIRCUSIANA PARADISE PASSES 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


ee, the president of the 
New York stock exchange, Emil 
Schram purchased a 500-acre farm 
on the outskirts of Peru, Ind., for a 
reported consideration of $100,000 
This would appear to be merely 
a transaction in which a Manhattan 
financier invested some of his money 
in good Hoosier soil, but it likewise 
means the passing of the most fa- 
mous of circus winter quarters which 
had been, for the past several years, 
a circusiana collector’s paradise. 
After having served as the winter 
quarters of one or more circuses for 
more than half a century, the Peru 
farm became a “ghost quarters” when 
the Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus was 
taken off the road. Caretakers em- 
ployed by the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey circus interests 
continued to live in the large resi- 
dence and tenants occupied the three 
tenant houses, while they farmed 
the cultivated land of the tract, but 
elephant barns no longer resounded 
to shrill trumpeting, saws and ham- 
mers in the wagon barn were stilled, 


and no longer did gaily painted trains 
pull out of Peru in the Spring time 
to inaugurate a new circus season. 

Then it was that circusiana collec- 
tors swooped down upon the farm. 
Given the run of the property by 
caretakers, these collectors obtained 
hundreds of souvenirs of the “glory 
days of trouping.” 

They carried from the property 
thousands of letters from files long 
in disuse. These letters form an in- 
teresting commentary on the opera- 
tion of Hagenbeck-Wallace, Sparks, 
Sells-Floto, John Robinson, Howe’s 
Great London, and other circuses 
once housed in the 40-odd buildings 
of the circus quarters. They include 
exchanges of correspondence for the 
employment of performers, musici- 
ans, bosses, and working men. They 
reveal instructions given the man- 
agers of the various shows and their 
replies. They record purchases of an- 
imals and equipment, expense ac- 
counts of advance car crews, reports 
on~ opposition fights, stories of tri- 
umphant engagements, and many

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snatches of circus historical informa- 
tion. 

And along with these letter files 
went programs, couriers, lithographs, 
tickets, printed forms and books, ev- 
ery type of printed matter which the 
circus uses, to be preserved in collec- 
tions throughout the country. 

Likewise, collectors of . physical 
properties of the circus have had field 
days on the farm. They have taken 
to their homes, sunburst wagons from 
famous parade wagons, elaborate 
wood carvings from tableaus, choice 
examples of a ‘lost’ art; as well as 
stirrups, bridles, spec banners, and 
scores of other small items that make 
interesting collection pieces. 

Now the last vestige of the “cir- 
cus city” has disappeared, although 
the quarters had gradually disinte- 
grated to only a skeleton of the form- 
er great circus plant. Only eight of 
the hundreds of wagons which once 
were housed on the property were 
left to be removed by the Ringling 
interests when the sale to Mr. Schram 
was consummated. All of the hun- 
dreds of horses, elephants and other 
animals had long since been taken to 
the Sarasota, Fla., quarters of the 
Ringling circus, or sold. 

In its heyday, the Peru quarters 
formed a beehive of great activity 
during winter months. Thousands of 
circus performers and employees 
made their homes in Peru, and the 
circus was one of the city’s principal 
industries. 

As many as four circuses were pre- 
pared for their annual road tours at 
the quarters, and buildings housed 
animals, tents, seats, wardrobe, prop- 
erties, and ring barns, with a large 
outdoor arena where an entire three- 
ring circus program could be re- 
hearsed and presented, with seats for 
several thousand spectators. 

The circus farm was originally 
owned by Benjamin E. Wallace, who 
came to Peru at the close of the Civil 
War in which he fought with the

HISTORICAL RECORDS 


The Recorded Art of 
EMILIO DE GOGORZA 


By REV. J. EDWARD VESPER 


HE career of Emilio De Gogorza 
has been a varied and most 
successful one. Endowed with a voice 
of ingratiating timbre, with keen in- 
telligence, and, most important of all, 
with a great soul, he has won well- 
deserved fame. A recitalist of the 
first quality, he has for years charmed 
and delighted the musical public with 
concerts that stand out far beyond the 
efforts of many of his colleagues, It 
has been a great loss to opera lovers 
that he never appeared on the operatic 
stage. The extent of that loss has 
been indicated more than once by the 
excellence of his renditions of oper- 
atic arias in concerts and on records. 
Some try to explain his avoidance of 
the stage bv stating that his voice 
was too small, too short in range, for 
operatic singing. But, on the basis of 
his recordings, I disagree; in tempera-

ment, personality, and in appearance 
De Gogorza would have graced any 
stage of Europe or America. 

At any rate, it is chiefly concerning 
his records and his eminent position 
as a recording artist that I write of 
De Gogorza. In this field he has 
achieved a unique position, both as 
a singer and as one of the earliest 
commercial exponents of the difficult 
art of recording, In the late ‘Nineties, 
he made cylinders under the name of 
Sig. Francisco, for practically every 
manufacturer. (See Outline for a De 
Gogorza Discography, in the Septem- 
ber, 1942, issue). He also made discs, 
first for Berliner and later, for Zono- 
phone. On Zonophone dises he is 
sometimes listed as Francisco and 
sometimes as Ed Franklin, though 
not all Ed Franklin records are sung 
by De Gogorza. I have an interesting 
eight-inch Zonovhone of the Pagliacci 
Prologue in which the baritone is 
accompanied by the Zonophone Reed 
Orchestra. This was made about 1900. 
The recording is crude, as one might 
expect, but the voice is unquestionably 
De Gogorza’s, a little lighter but still 
the same quality and used with the 
same artistic fervor. 

For many years De Gogorza was 
not only a leading recording artist for 
the Victor Company but also a liaison 
agent between the company and the 
singers. Because of his standing as 
an artist and his faith in the artistic 
and historic value of records, his 
efforts induced such celebrities as 
Plancon, Caruso, Homer, Campanari, 
Schumann-Heink, Gilibert and others 
to allow the Victor Company to record 
thetr wie We, who enjoy these fine 
records: ve-.him an enduring vote 
of rie for this valuable service, 

But to get to his recorttsi—way I 
first say that it is physically impos- 
sible to review all of them. As yet, 
there is no such thing as a cemplete 
De Gogorza discography and it is 
doubtful if there ever’ will be one. 
Even if I were to limit it to his Viétor 
recordings alone, it would take far 
more time and space than I have at my 
command. Few artists have turned out 
as many records as DeGogorza did 
during his 30 year recording career. 
Therefore, the best I can do is to 
dwell for a few moments on the high 
spots. 

In my opinion, De Gogorza never 
made a bad record. Each has merit. 
True, he recorded much that might 





be considered trite and dated. He was 
not averse to singing many of the 
sentimental ballads of the ‘Nineties 
and the early Nineteen-hundreds. 
That was good business in its own 
time, just as many of the records of 
the present singers are songs that 
will sell now but which the years will 
hopelessly date. However, much of 
the material De Gogorza recorded 
comes from a repertoire that was 
unique and considerable. It is about 
this that I would write. In order to 
do so intelligently, I divide the records 
into various groups.

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A Note on the IRCC List 

As an example of what cooperation 
among collectors will accomplish I 
shall briefly relate the story of how 
the complete list of the issues of The 
International Record Collector’s Club 
was made. It was a more complicated 
and difficult task than might be im- 
agined. Many months ago an enthu- 
siast by the name of Kalman, a res- 
ident of Chicago, asked me for the 
loan of my IRCC monthly bulletins 
so that he could make a complete 
list of the club’s records. I sent him 
the bulletins and did my best to fill 
in the gaps and keep him on the 
right track. When his list was fin- 
ished it was sent to our friend E. F. 
Prescott of San Francisco, who added 
much information, retyped it and sent 
copies to Mr. Seltsam, secretary of 
IRCC, who helped us as much as he 
could but who was too busy to de- 
vote much time to the project. About 
that time I had received so many re- 
quests that a complete list of IRCC 
issues be published in HOBBIES that 
I asked Mr. Seltsam if he had such 
a list. He mailed me a copy of the 
one which Kalman and Prescott had 
compiled. To this I added several 
missing items and as many of the 
original numbers, etc., as I could find, 
typed the list once more and it is 
appearing in installments in this de- 
partment.

Russell Hunting, Sr. II

S HAS already been said in a pre- 

ceding installment, Russell Hunting, 
Sr., began recording his ‘‘Casey’’ mon- 
ologs in the early 1890’s. By 1898, when 
he decided to go to England and become 
associated with the Edison Bell com- 
pany, he was recognized wherever rec- 
ords were played as one of the leading 
American exponents of the art of talk- 
ing, singing or playing into a horn. 

For instance, his name was prominent 
among the recording celebrities who on 
May 1, 1898, signed an agreement td give 
their services exclusively to the Colum- 
bia company for the ensuing year, and 
on page 30 of that year’s catalog his 
photograph was pea under the 
heading: ‘‘Talking Records. The Famous 
Casey Series as Recorded by the Orig- 
inator, Russell Hunting.”’ 

Beneath the photograph is a list of the 
Casey records, preceded by the admoni- 
tion: “Our patrons are warned against 
purchasing imitations of these famous 
records. The original Casey records are 
made by Mr. Russell Hunting and are 
so announced.” 

Here are the Casey records then avail- 
able from Columbia: 9601, Casey Exhib- 
iting the Panorama; 9602, Casey at Den- 
ny Murphy’s Wake; 9603, Casey Joins 
the Masons; 9605, Casey Taking the Cen- 
sus; 9609, Casey as the Dude in a Street 
Car: 9615, Casey as Judge: 9616, Casey 
as Hotel Clerk; 9617, Casey Departing 
by Railroad; 9618, Casey at the Tele- 
phone (perhaps a forerunner of the later 
famous “Cohen at the Telephone’’); 
9619, Casey in Court; 9636, Casey’s Po- 
litical Speech; 9637, Casey Listening t 
a Hand Organ; 9641, Casey Addressing 
the G. A. R.; 9642, Casey’s Description 
of the Discovery of America; 9644, 
Casey’s Plans for Freeing Ireland; 9647, 
Casey and His Gang of Laborers; 9648, 
Casey Departing by Steamboat; 9649, 
Casey at the Bat (recitation); 9653, 
Casey’s Visit to the Hospital; 9655, Casey 
Digging on the Klondike, and 9656, Casey 
as a Fortune Teller. 

The Edison catalog dated October, 
1899, contains a similar list of Casey 
records, concerning which it comments: 


“The Casey records are perhaps the best - 


known and most popular of all talking 
records made for the phonograph.’’ The 


name of the artist is not given, but 
“Bill” Hays, a veteran Edison recording 
expert, told John L. Norton, Sr., of the 
Woodymay Record Company, that the 
Edison list was made by “Jim’’ White, 
a friend of Hunting’s, by special per- 
mission of the “Casey” originator. 

Another evidence of Mr. MHunting’s 
popularity in the late ’90’s is found in 
the 1899 catalog of the Talking Machine 
Company, then at 98-107 Madison Street, 
Chicago. Hunting, as one of the best 
known recording artists, was asked for 
his opinion of the Polyphone, a cylinder 
— with two reproducers, and re- 
plied: 

“I consider that it gives three times 
the volume of tone that could be orig- 
inally attained from any other reproduc- 
ing medium. The tone it produces is 
marvelous. 

“TI never realized how wonderful the 
talking machine was until I heard your 
Polyphone.”’ 

The testimonal is embellished with a 
photo of Mr. Hunting, wearing a derby 
hat, and a caricature of Casey. Beneath 
it is a testimonial from Len Spencer, 
another of the great pioneers. 

Then ‘‘Michael Casey’? went to Eng- 
land. By 1902, the Edison catalog con- 
tained only three Casey records, ‘At 
the Telephone,” ‘“‘Courting His Girl’ and 
“Taking the Census,” all listed as being 
by James H. White, the same “Jim 
White, of whom more will be heard 
later. A year later, Mr. White had added 
“Casey and His Gang of Irish Laborers’”’ 
to the series, and the same four records 
were still being marketed in 1907. By 
1908, however, although they remained 
available, they had been remade by John 
Kaiser. The Kaiser series continued to 
be listed until the Edison company dis- 
continued making two-minute wax rec- 
— after a disastrous factory fire in 

What happened to Mr. Hunting’s orig- 
inal Casey series on the Columbia cylin- 
ders I don’t know, but presumably, 
since he left for England before the 
master record was invented, the records 
were dropped from the catalog as soon 
as stocks became exhausied. 

Meanwhile, as I have aiready shown. 
Mr. Hunting was doing very well in 
England, and his Edison Bell ‘Casey”’ 
records won the approval of so exalted 
a@ personage as King Edward VII him- 
self. That same May, 1903, issue of the 
Talking Machine News from which I 
have already quoted, reveals that on a 
visit made by the King to Portugal, the 
Edison Bell Company supplied him with 
a@ special phonograph, playing the large 
concert-size records, to be used on the 
Royal yacht, the Victoria and Albert. 
Among the 48 concert records taken by 
the King were ‘‘Casey Riding a Bicycle,” 
“Crossing the Channel,” “As a Magis- 
trate,’’ ‘“‘Taking the Census’’ and “As a 
C. I. V.’’--whatever the latter may be. 

In the same number appears an in- 
terview with James E. Hough, Edison 
Bell manager, quoting him as_ saying: 

“By the way, perhaps you are not 
aware that we have on our staff per- 
haps the most prominent of all phono- 
graph artists and experts? You have 
heard of the Casey records? Well, I can 
introduce you to Michael Casey himself.”’ 

‘“‘Whereupon,’”’ the reviewer continued, 
‘TI was introduced to Michael Casey, 
otherwise Mr. Russell Hunting. Mr. 
Hunting gave us a specimen record of 
a selection of the pipers and drummers 
of the second battalion of His Majesty’s 
Scotch Guard. It was only a trial trip. 
for this record was but just made, but 
it promised well.’’ 

“Casey,’’ incidentally, was not the only 
American to go to England as a re- 
cording expert. Steve Porter, famous al- 
so for Irish monologs, was in England 
for a time contemporaneously with Mr. 
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Hunting, and in the April, 1904, T. M. N., 
there was an interview with Louis Sterl- 
ing, then the manager of the British 
Zonophone company. Mr. Sterling was 
quoted as saying the International Zono- 
phone company had been founded three 
years before and that he had ‘come 
over from the United States about a 
year ago after studying the talking ma- 
chine from a technical and commercial 
point of view.” 

Mr. Hunting continued to make rec- 
ords, not all of them concerning Casey. 
In the July, 1904, T. M. N., a reviewer, 
commenting on Edison Bell records for 
the month, says: “The first record we 
tried, ‘The Crazy Musician’ (6329), is in 
Russell Hunting’s happiest vein. It rep- 
resents a German giving imitations of a 
trombone, cornet, piccolo, etc., at a music 
hall, the performance being punctuated 
by the usual comments from the ‘gods’ 
in the gallery. The whole makes a rec- 
ord effective as well as_ technically 
good.”’ 

By October, 1904, Hunting was also 
making disc records for Zonophone. 
Two seven-inch ones were listed, “Casey 
at a Wake” and “Casey Taking the 
Census,” of which the reviewer said: 
“These are capital Casey records and 
will be duly appreciated by the admirers 
of that popular’ entertainer, Russell 
Hunting.’’ Mr. Hunting about this time 
also made some H. M. V. records, some 
of which were imported and sold in this 
country under Victor labels. 

“The shape of things to come’ was 
dimly foreshadowed by a paragraph in 
the November, 1904, Talking Machine 
News: 

“Mr. Louis Sterling has resigned his 
position as manager of the British Zono- 
phone Company. We understand that 
Mr. Sterling has not yet absolutely de- 
cided whether to launch out in another 
direction or to continue his services to 
the talking machine trade.”’ 

Changes were occurring, too, in the 
Edison Bell organization, with which 
Russell Hunting, Sr., had now been con- 
nected for six years. ‘‘Casey’”’ was still 
on the job, and his old friend, Gilbert 
Girard, whose specialty was making rec- 
ords in which animals were imitated, 
had come to England and joined him in 
making a series of ‘‘descriptive records,” 
some of them nursery rhymes with ap- 
propriate noises, but Tom and Arthur 
Hough, sons of the Edison Bell mana- 
ger, had withdrawn from the parent 
firm, taking with them William Ditcham, 
noted as a player of the piano, bells 
and xylophone as well as a recording 
expert. They began marketing their own 
brand of cylinder, the Electric, whose 
title anticipated the development of elec- 
trical methods of recording two decades 
later. The cylinder continued to be more 
popular than the disc, but competition 
for the British record buyers’ shillings 
was becoming more spirited. 

More trade rivalry was ahead for Ed- 
ison Bell and the National Phonograph 
Company, which distributed Thomas A. 
Edison’s cylinders in England. I quote 
from the February, 1905, Talking Ma- 
chine News: 

“The Sterling Record Co., of which Mr. 
Louis S. Sterling is managing director, 
have taken extensive premises for the 
manufacture of gold moulded records at 
Bishops Road, Cambridge Heath, E. The 
factory will have a ground space of 
24,000 square feet. Mr. Percy Smithurst 
will be the factory superintendent, with 
an able corps of assistants. The record- 
ing rooms and offices of the company 
will be at 81, City Road. The recording 
department will be under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Russell Hunting. . .. Mr. 
Charles Stroh, well known as the _ in- 
ventor and proprietor of the Stroh violin, 
has joined the board.”’ 

Thus it will be seen that Mr. Sterling 
had decided to stay in the record bus- 
iness and that ‘‘Casey’’ had left Edison 
Bell in order to join him. 

From the April,1905, T. M. N: 

“The Sterling Record Co. has changed 
its name to the Russell Hunting Record 
Co., Limited, but the new gold moulded 
record will be known as the Sterling 
Record. It is anticipated that a good 
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catalog of records will be ready some 
time in May. The factory at Bishop's 
Road, Cambridge Heath, is fast ap- 
proaching completion.” 

So it was that Russell Hunting became 
the first—and, as far as I can recall— 
the only recording artist to have a 
company named after himself! 

The Russell Hunting Record Company 
published its first advertisement of Sterl- 
ing records in May, 1905. Stars included 
the late Florrie Forde (who might be 
called ‘“‘the English Ada Jones’’), Ham- 
ilton Hill, and ‘‘a number of new ‘Casey’ 
records by the original Casey.’ Others 
on the list were Eli Hudson, the famous 
piccolo virtuoso; Charles Draper, one of 
the greatest clarinet players; Alfred 
Oakley, trombone; W. E. Bates, cornet; 
Victor Opferman, violin, the London 
Military Band and the Sterling Orchestra. 
“We are busily engaged,’’ the company 
said, ‘on new descriptive band records 
similar to ‘The Departure of the Troop- 
ship,” ”” 

In the same issue, A. O. Limb, of the 
Edison Bell Company, commenting on 
King Edward’s taste in records, said: 
“He enjoyed the Casey records in par- 
ticular.’’ The article was headed, * ‘Ted- 
dy’s’ Taste in Records,’’ showing that 
the English king, like the American 
president, Theodore Roosevelt, was af- 
fectionately known to his countrymen as 
“Teddy.” 

The July, 1905, Talking Machine News, 
showed a photograph of the new record 
company’s headquarters. The large build- 
ing’s front- contained a sign saying in 
huge letters: Russell Hunting Record 
Co., Ltd. “Sterling Records’’ appeared in 
smaller letters. It was announced that 
the company had facilities for making 
200,000 cylinders a week. In August the 
information was given that ‘‘every Sterl- 
ing master is recorded by Russell Hunt- 
ing (the Original Casey), the well known 
recording expert,’’ and there was a men- 
tion in September of Hunting’s Concert 
Band,’’ the organization conducted by 
Mr. Hunting at the recent Talking Ma- 
chine Trades dinner.” 


A Sterling record ad, of the month 
said: ‘“‘Mr. Hunting has returned from 
his trip through the provinces. The re- 
sult of his observations will be found 
in ‘At New Brighton,’ which has been 
composed by him especially for our Lan- 
cashire friends; and ‘Down at Tyne- 
mouth,’ written for our Northern friends. 
These two songs are sung by Miss Flor- 
rie Forde, with orchestral atccompani- 
ment.’”’ “One million Sterlirfg records,” 
a January, 1906, advertisement said, 
“have been sold in 22 weeks.’”’ In April, 
it was stated that dealers had been added 
in Canada, Australia and New Zealand. 

The new company was getting on 
swimmingly, and its heads were alert to 
the value of publicity. In June, 1906, the 
T. M. N. carried a photo of a large bal- 
loon, containing 43,000 cubic feet of gas, 
in which Mr. Smithurst, the factory 
manager, and three other men had 
ascended 7,500 feet. As an effective ad- 
vertising scheme, the balloon was let- 
tered with the name of the _ Russell 
Hunting company and the aeronauts

obtain sample Sterling records without 
cost. 

In spite of surface prosperity, how- 
ever, the cylinder record was losing 
ground to the more convenient disc. 
This became especially true as the disc 
manufacturers lowered their _ prices. 
Then, in 1904, the German manufactur- 
ers of Odeon discs had introduced the 
double-faced record — another great for- 
ward step. The first Odeon advertise- 
ments appeared in August, 1906. The 
manufacturers, Ch. and J. Ullmann, Inc., 
emphasized that the records, 10%, inches 
in diameter, were made of blue ‘““Empe- 
dite.”” This same material was used in 
“American” records, manufactured in 
the United States by arrangement with 
the Odeon organization. 

The August 15 T. M. N. announced that 
the selling rights for Gdeon and Fono- 
tipia records (the latter was a famous 
Italian brand manufactured by a firm 
allied with the Ullmanns) had _ been 
transferred to the Russell Hunting con- 
cern. It was also revealed that ‘Mr. 
Louis Sterling is to be the managing 
director of the new Sterling and Hunt- 
ing Company, Ltd. We understand the 
capital of the Russell Hunting Record 
Company will be increased by five thou- 
sand pounds, which will be devoted not 
only to the furthering of the business 
of the new company but to the old one 
besides. An entirely new building will 
be specially erected in City Road to 
house the two companies, so that they 
may be under one roof.’’ 

Truly, Sterling and Hunting were 
branching out!

en have been closely associated 
with Christmas, ever since the Star 
of Bethlehem lighted the eastern sky 
more than 1900 years ago. But the 
many decorative shapes that we call 
“stars” are older than that; so old 
that their origin is bound up with 
the beginnings of civilization. Like 
other fundamental symbols, stars 
were used and depicted by the ancient 
peoples of many lands and races; al- 
ways they were ornamental, and often 
they had deep significance as well: 
in astronomy, astrology and the end- 
less mazes of magic, they had part. 
The star is one of the oldest symbols 
in man’s history; it would take many 
pages to even begin to touch upon its 
countless forms and meanings. 

As usual, I had difficulty selecting 
these Star buttons,—there are so 
many to choose from! I decided to 
show only single stars this time; 
stars in groups or “Moons and Stars” 
will come later—perhaps. 

Then, too, it is not always easy to 
draw a definite line between Stars and 
similar figures, such as Snowflakes, 
Rosettes, Pinwheels and certain types 
of conventionalized flowers. A_ star 
may have as few as three points or 
as many as twenty—or even more. 
But some limitation is necessary, so 
I have confined myself here to five, six 
and eight-pointed stars, as being the 
most common and characteristic, on 
buttons, 

No. 1 shows a five-pointed star— 
the “Pentacle” or “Pentagram” of 
magic-incised and painted on a but- 
ton of opaque white glass. c. 1845. 
This design is also found in white on 
black glass. 

No. 2—Stars decorate many of the 
one-piece gilt buttons of the early 
nineteenth century. This “Golden Age” 
button is slightly convex, with design 
on the face only. Reverse: “Rich 
Orange.” 

No.3 is a Jewel button, with star- 
shaped screen over the “jewel” of 
pink glass.c. 1865-70? 

No. 4 is a machine-crocheted but- 
ton, with design rendered in mixed 
black and white thread against a 
cream silk ground. Convex with thread 
back.

No. 5—This Hard Rubber button 
presents an eight-pointed star, as 
effective as it is simple. Reverse: 
“N.R.Co.—Goodyear’s P-t.” 

No. 6 is of flat, one-piece brass, 
decorated with black and_ white 
enamel. 

No. 7 shows a brass star, project- 
ing through a background of tinted 
celluloid (or some similar material.) 
Brass border and self-shank. 

No. 8—This star, in all probability, 
was engraved by a Navajo or Hopi 
craftsman on the face of a silver 
coin. Copper shank. Reverse: “Repub- 
lica Mexicana” and an illegible date. 

No. 9 is an all-brass button with 
raised design against a criss-crossed 
ground. Each of the bosses forming 
the large star is a tiny flower, too 
small to show in detail. Reverse: 
“Scovills—Extra Superfine.” (The 
makers, apparently, considered this 
button really good!) 

No. 10 is unusual in its combina- 
tion of materials: made of flat, black 
glass, it has a raised star of clear 
glass set in. ec. 1855? 

No. 11 shows a white pearl star 
(attached to the metal shank) on a 
button of black Plastic Horn. 

No. 12 is made of bronze-finished 
brass, pierced to show a mother-of- 
pearl star. Tin back. c. 1890. 

No. 183—The usual custom of in- 
laying is here reversed; pear! is inlaid 
in black “Pudding” Composition tv 
form the background of the design. 
This button was worn on a child’s 
coat about 1906, but may have been 
“handed down.” 

No. 14 is a “Perfume Button” of 
semi-spherical silvered brass, cut-out 
to display a star of green velvet. 

No. 15—This geometric star is so 
intricate and finely rendered that pen 
and ink cannot do it justice. Black 
Plastic Horn with metal] shank. 


No. 16 presents the lady usually 
known as “Astraeia.” The daughter 
of Jupiter and Themis (or possibly 
of Astraeius and Eos—there seems 
to be some doubt on this point!), she 
was goddess of Justice, and was the 
last of the Immortals to leave the 
earth when the Golden Age passed 
in the 
Heavens as the constellation Par- 
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thenos or Virgo. One-piece pressed 
brass with steel studs. 

No. 17—In the Orders of Chivalry 
and Knighthood, a special insignia is 
denoted by the word “star.” Though 
this figure resembles a “sunburst” 
rather than the more conventional 
type of star, it has every right to the 
title. This convex gilt button of the 
Scots Guards (Emilio, No. 802) dis- 
plays the Star of the Order of the 
Thistle (founded in 1687), and the 
words “Nemo Me Impune Lacessit” 
(No one attacks me with impunity), 
the motto of Scotland. Reverse: “Fir- 
mins London.” 

Stars are much in evidence on Uni- 
form buttons, as witness the thirteen 
stars visible on most buttons of the 
United States armed forces, and on 
many others connected with state and 
federal services, past or present. 
There is a star (with Pine Tree) on 
Maine buttons; a star (with Indian) 
on Massachusetts buttons; the “Star 
of the North” is featured by Min- 
nesota, the “Lone Star” by Texas, 
etc., etc. The motto of Kansas, “Ad 
Astra Per Aspera’ (Through hard- 
ship ‘to the Stars), is a motto for every- 
one including button collectors! 

No.18 shows a well-known Glove 
button, in tinted brass. Stars occur 
on Overall and Unionall buttons, also. 

No. 19—On pear] buttons, stars are 
comparatively few. This steel star 
is fastened to the shank of an iri- 
descent pearl] button. Most stars on 
pearls are found in this “Pearl and 
Metal” group. 

No. 20—The interlocking six-point- 
ed star (“Star of David”) is well 
represented by this Jet button of 
black and silver lustre. Self-shank. 

No. 21 exemplifies an especially 
pleasing type of star button. These 
are usually made of tinted or bronze- 
finished brass, pierced to show a 
star of some bright metal beneath. 
Some stars are single, like this one; 
others occur in groups or patterns. 
But they are all attractive, with a 
star-like twinkle and glitter. 

No, 22—Typical of hundreds is this 
small button of concave tinted brass. 
It is well-designed and always timely, 
for stars don’t “date” or go noticeably 
out of fashion. : 

No. 23 shows another interlocking 
star, of flat Jet, with the design light- 
ly incised and painted white.

When you 
look for them, you may be astonished 
at the number of stars in your button 
firmament! 

Star buttons have a fascination of 
their own,—the enduring, charm of 
any objects possessed of both beauty 
and mystic significance. 

This is especially true at Christmas.

Printed Two Hundred Years Ago 


By THELMA SHULL 


They printed an imaginary debate 
in an 
imaginary House of Clinabs on the 
subject of buttons! The debate was 
presented in great detail, many pages 
in several numbers of the magazine 
being devoted to the trials and tribu- 
lations of the button makers in the 
Empire of Lilliput. There was more 
fact than fancy in this debate, for 
strict regulations were in force in 
England in regard to the materials 
worn at that time.

In 1714 when George’ I ascended 


the throne of England, trade jealous- 
ies were very much in evidence. The 
woolen manufacturers were enjoying 
a steadily growing business, and they 
resisted all efforts of other trades 
which offered the least competition. 
Bright 
calicos from Holland were forbidden 
to be worn in England. The woolen 
manufacturers opposed linen made in 
England because they wanted to ex- 
change their extra wool for German 
linens. They opposed imported calicos, 
and even silks made in England. Like- 
wise, the silk weavers tried to prevent

tunities, too; because acts of parlia- 
ment were passed in 1700 and 1721 
prohibiting, with few exceptions, the 
use of printed or dyed calicos for 
either clothing or furniture.

“The public several years ago re- 
ceived a great deal of entertainment 
and instruction from Capt. Gulliver’s 
elaborate and curious account of the 
newly discovered Empire of Lilliput... 

“Some years after the publication 
of Capt. Gulliver’s discoveries in the 
midst of the clamour raised against 
them by ignorance, misapprehension, 
and malice, a grandson of the captain, 
filled with resentment at the indig- 
nations offered to his ancestor’s char- 
acter, by men, who, without the least 
regard to his celebrated veracity, 
dared to charge his relation with no 
less than premeditated, deliberate 
falsehood, resolved, as the most effect- 
ual method of vindication of his 
memory, to undertake a voyage to 
Lilliput, that he might be able at his 
return to confirm his grandfather’s 
reports by ocular testimony. .... 

“This voyage, by the assistance of 
some charts and observations which 
he found amongst his grandfather’s 
papers, he successfully performed in 
the ship named CONFIDENCE. ... 

“Our author having satisfied his 
curiosity, with regard to the geogra- 
phy of this petty world, began to 
enquire more nearly into the consti- 
tution and laws of Lilliput; but how 
great was his surprise, when he found 
it so nearly to resemble our own! 

“As we propose to publish every 
month such part of Mr. Gulliver’s 
papers as shall seem most proper to 
bring our readers acquainted with 
the history and present State of 
Lilliput, we have chosen for this half 
year’s entertainment, the Debates of 
the Lilliputian Senate.” 


This gives us an introduction to the 
spirit in which the imaginary debates 
were published. They were intended 
to bring before the public some of the 
evils of the unequal opportunities 
existing among manufacturers at the 
time. The debate continues: 

“Industry is the strength of a 
nation and nothing is inconsiderable 
which affects the public.” High sound- 
ing words these, from a diplomat no 
doubt. 

The imaginary gentleman contin- 
ues, “Trade is the support of the 
Lilliputian Nation; it is to trade that 
they owe their wealth, and by con- 
sequence their power,,.. .” 

On the 29th day of the session, a 
Petition was presented to the House 
of Clinabs by the manufacturers of 
raw silk and mohair, and of needle- 
work buttons. ... “That raw silk and 
mohair, employed in making buttons 
and button- holes, being commodities 
that are purchased in Koranbia and 
other foreign parts, in exchange for 
the woollen and other manufacturers 
in the Empire; the Senate, for the 
greater encouragement of the con- 
sumption of the said commodities, had 
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pass’d an act in the seventh moon of 
his late Imperial Majesty Gorgenti 
the first, intituled, (entitled) An act 
for employing the manufacturers, 
and encouraging the consumption of 
raw silk and mohair, by prohibiting 
the wearing of buttons and button- 
holes made of cloth, serge, and other 
stuff. In consequence of which, and 
other acts of like tendency, many 
thousands of families were prepar- 
ing silk, mohair, yarn, and thread 
employed in making buttons and 
button-holes with the needle. But that 
in evasion, and contrary to the inten- 
tion of the said act, great quantities 
of stuffs made of horsehair, or mixed 
therewith, have been lately wove in 
narrow breadths or slips, and used 
only for making and binding of but- 
tons and button-holes, to the great 
detriment and impoverishing of 
many thousands, who had no other 
way of subsiding but by working on 
buttons and button-holes with the 
needle, and prejudice of the woollen 
manufacturers of the Empire. And 
therefore the petitioners prayed the 
house would give leave that a bill be 
brought in to explain the said act, 
and that the petitioners be relieved in 
such manner as to the House shall 
seem meet. 

It might be mentioned here that the 
silk industry was favored in 1719 
when a patent was granted to Sir 
Thomas Lombe for three engines 
to wind raw silk, to spin it, and to 
twist it into organzine. But in 1732 
when he applied for an extension of 
the patent, it was refused. This was 
chiefly because the petition was op- 
posed by the mohair, cotton, thread 
and worsted spinners who wanted to 
use his machinery in their own trades 
and by the woolen manufacturers 
who complained that it decreased 
their business. 

The debate in the House of Clinabs 
continued for many long pages. Then 
one reads, “This petition being refer’d 
to the consideration of a committee, 
on the 45th day of the sessions of the 
Urge... 

“On the 77th day of the session, 
the bill was read a second time....

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PRESENT DAY STANDARDS 
IN DEALING 


0. C. L. 


OBBIES has received an interest- 
ing letter giving the collector’s 
angle in his experiences with dealers 
in buying by mail. If we use it, he 
says, he desires his name withheld. 
Of course, there are reasons why 
either a dealer or collector would 
want to avoid public controversy. 
This party has some good ideas which 
are worth passing on. However, most 
of them grow out of present condi- 
tions and not the natural policies of 
either collector or dealer. Many of 
us are getting along the best’ we can 
now. We cannot operate normally be- 
cause of conditions beyond our control. 
Dealers are in the category of 
small businessmen, and this class in 
every line—retailers, service trades, 
and every type of businessman—has 
learned since the start of the war to 
keep away from personal contact 
with the idle. Admittedly there are 
some collectors who are forturfate 
enough to have retired before the 
present unpleasantness. A few women 
do an hour’s Red Cyoss work a week 
and talk the rest of the time about 
their war activities. Others have 
nothing to keep them busy, and these 
people—rested and raring to go—are 
often inconsiderate in their demands 
upon those who are carrying the war 
load in civilian life, or are retarded 
by lack of help and facilities. 

We had a lady complain about a 
dealer last month for lack of attention 
to her order, and the dealer’s reply 
was interesting. In many years of 
advertising, this was the first com- 
plaint we had against this particular 
déaler. She explained that she never 
wanted to hear from that party again; 
that she was going to special trouble 
to ship her order, but the woman was 
so lacking in consideration of present- 
day difficulties that she didn’t want 
her business, altho she had sold her 
several orders—each time being scold- 
_ ed and insulted, and finally reported 
to Hobbies. The dealer explained that 
she was alone, attempting to make 
a living in a mail order business 
during the war. Such a thing as help 


was out of the question. She had to 
wait for shipments to come into the 
local stores before she could get 
packing material. Yet, she managed to 
get her orders off within two or three 
weeks’ time. 

Collectors should realize that in 
various fields of commerce today ship- 
ments of all kinds are delayed. It is 
absolutely necessary for everybody to 
use patience. We investigate these 
advertisers carefully and there is 
only the smallest fraction of a chance 
that they would attempt to take 
advantage of you. If there is delay, 
that does not mean an attempt to beat 
you. There are some dealers who 
would deliberately keep your money 
after they had sold an advertised 
article, just because it was hard for 
them to let go of money. They think 
that they might be lucky enough to 
pick up a like piece and still fill the 
order. That practice has been large- 
ly stopped. The best dealers are not 
doing it any more. In the first place, 
they have all the business they can 
take care of without taking the time 
to find duplicates. Often, for lack of 
gas, they haven’t facilities to find 
duplicates. To keep their record clean, 
they immediately return the check. 
That is becoming a standard practice 
today. 

Let us reprint herewith some of 
the ideas promulgated by our reader, 
just for what they are worth. His 
suggestions might be controversial 
but there is no harm done in passing 
them along. Those with different ideas 
can write them out and we will print 
them or not, according to the merits 
therein.

antiques and since antiques are not, eth- 
ically, a commodity for which an_in- 
creased demand can be met by increased 
production, the effect of this situation 
is more intensified and accelerated than 
in the case of ordinary commodities 
whose supply can be increased. Prices 
do not merely rise, they soar. The stand- 
ards of dealers are not merely slipping, 
they are falling. 

“To corroborate this specifically, let me 
offer, in confidence, my own experiences 
in mail buying in the last few weeks, 
with four orders totalling more than $100. 
In each, check was sent with order. 

“1. Dealer held order two weeks with- 
out acknowledging, before shipping. 

“2. Dealer held order three weeks 
without acknowledging, before shipping, 
then returned my check, saying item was 
sold but as dealer was going on a buy- 
ing trip, had held my check thinking 
might pick up another like it. 

“3. Sent check for item advertised as 
‘refinished.’ Acknowledgment, received in 
10 days, stating piece ‘being refinished.’ 
All inquiries in last four weeks ignored. 
Item not received. 

“4, Ordered 2-piece ‘set’ by mail. 
When received, difference in color showed 
them not a set. I returned it on fourth 
day, with check for difference in price 
of more expensive item. Both orders 
held up without acknowledgment for 10 
days. Altho entire price had been already 
paid, dealer sent second order express 
Cc. O. D. for entire price. I refused ship- 
ment and requested return of my money. 
Dealer agreed to do so and explained 
delays by stating that she always waited 
until she had several orders on hand 
before sending them out. Ten days have 
elapsed and money not yet returned. 
(Query: Does she also wait until she has 
several refunds to make so she can 
make them all at once?) 

“Please note: that I am not at this 
time making any charge of outright dis- 
honesty. You came out promptly and ef- 
fectively in the only case of that kind 
I know of—the Oklahoma lady. I refer 
to the unnecessary, inexcusable and ir- 
ritating lack of ordinary business stand- 
ards and courtesy. Altho I might say that 
I have also noticed a, laxness in regard 
to accurate and frank descriptions of 
their items by dealers. Very likely all 
my pending orders will be straightened 
out in time, but evidently it will be in 
the dealer’s own sweet time. 

“As you know, most dealers are ladies 
who have gradually turned their parlors 
into ‘shoppes.’ They advertise on a bus- 
iness basis but fail to observe business 
standards, thru ignorance or slackness or 
pressure of household duties. Compare 
the spirit of the three ads above quoted 
and the treatment my four orders re- 
ceived, with ordinary business standards. 
Nothing justifies or excuses such treat- 
ment of mail customers. 

“The running of ads with such state- 
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ments in HOBBIES tends to encourage 
lowering of dealers’ already too low 
standards. For myself and all other buy- 
ers-by-mail, I most earnestly urge you 
to make and publish a simple code of 
ethics and business practices to govern 
dealers selling antiques by mail. I wish 
you would publish it every month at the 
head of your ad section and make its 
acceptance and observance by dealers a 
condition precedent to running their ads 
in HOBBIES and possibly barring ads 
from dealers not living up to them. 

“You have done much to raise the 
standards of antique dealing. You can 
do much more by eliminating these petty 
—and from the customer’s viewpoint not 
so petty—obstacles to satisfaction in 
mail buying. I do not speak for dealer 
buyers but only for the individual buyer. 
I notice that dealers themselves are 
prompt to put up a complaint when an- 
other dealer uses on them this sort of 
treatment. (pp. 44-46)”

From the standpoint of Hobbies, we 
proceed along very different lines to 
eliminate abuses. More money is re- 
fused and sent back from this office 
than anyone realizes. Unfortunately, 
money does not tempt us.in the 
slightest. We like it for what it will 
do but not just for the idea of making 
it and having it. We must, however, 
in view of our own experiences jn 
wartime, keep before us the realiza- 
tion that many of these so-called 
abuses prevail in every line, whether 
in antique or modern merchandising,

When the men relatives return 
from the ammunition factories, when 
the boys come home, when the girls 
are released from the WAC, every 
little bit of extra help is going to 
ease the situation and you will see 
the difference in service rendered. 
The day the war is over, packing 
material will become plentiful. There 
are great supplies of it in the country 
and enormous mills turning it out. 
Normally, they can greatly oversupply 
the demands of the country. Your 
copy of Hobbies has reached you more 
than once wrapped in ordinary white 
paper, the best we were able to get. 
We cannot get kraft wrapping paper. 
Our friends in modern lines of manu- 
facturing cannot get cartons. We are 
all handicapped. 

Many people today have worked 
themselves to the breaking point. You 
say, “Why don’t they quit?” but 
they have a living to make and they 
have to carry on to protect their 
capital investment and the business 
they have been years in building. 

We do agree that present con- 
ditions have lowered standards in 
general. A large percentage of busi- 
ness people take advantage. Some- 
times we have thought nearly every- 
body cheats, and that spirit not only 
obtains with business people but with 
working people. We have had people 
leave here getting the highest wages 
they ever made, and would have to stop 
payment on their check to get back 
the tools that they had stolen. You 
can hear tales for hours of the un- 
principled things that working people 
have done during the war: It does 
seem at times that a cycle like we 
are going thru brings out every low 
and vicious practice in human nature. 
Let us not hold our own circle too 
close to our eyes. In every line we 
come in contact with during the war, 
we have been taken advantage of. We 
will remember that after the war. We 
will also remember those few who 
upheld their principles and seemed 
to be careful to keep the good will 
they had built over a long period of 
years. Probably the majority think, 
“To hell with that. Let us get while 
the getting is good.” 

But while some have taken advan- 
tage in the antique trade, we do not 
believe that it has lost its standards 
altogether. There are many who are 
so conducting themselves today that 
regardless of the changed conditions 
that will be upon us, they will not 
suffer in the future. Those dealers 
who so conduct their affairs that they 
keep the confidence of their customers 
during the war will never regret 
pursuing that policy. If they take 
advantage their customers will know 
it, and after the war they will either 
have to seek other fields or go back 
to their old practices of looking for a 
new sucker everyday.

Identify Your Glass 


Shippers of glass should lose no 
time in obtaining small stickers that 
can be put on pieces that are shipped. 
These will positively not drop off and 
if they are removed with sandpaper 
that shows bad faith on the other 
party’s part. If you don’t go to the 
little trouble of putting on these 
stickers, you must not set up the 
claim that you didn’t get back the 
same piece you shipped. 

You have an easy way to defend 
yourself and there is little excuse for 
shippers not going to this small a- 
mount of trouble. Sometimes a ship- 
per does not want to take a piece 
back because they say they are not 
getting back the piece they shipped. 
One or the other is deliberately lying 
in these instances. As long as we 
have a way to make sure, why not 
put yourself above suspicion and use 
the sticker method?

Insure for Protection 


In trading back and forth between 
collectors and dealers, a shipment of 
material will sometimes become lost. 
If you return it please bear in mind 
that you are responsible for the ma- 
terial and the burden of proof is on 
you that you returned it. You must 
insure it and keep the receipt. Then 
there can be no dispute and no worry 
on your part. You can just say you 
returned it and absolve yourself of 
blame. Insurance is very cheap and 
it will in the long run relieve you 
of a lot of grief.

Some 
of those people were not only influ- 
ential, but they had common sense, 
and it must have been mighty hard 
to explain to them why HOBBIES was 
objectionable. The laws of Canada 
concerning the freedom of the press 
are almost identical with the pro- 
visions in our own Constitution.

now. Our paper allowance is used up, 
and we feel it is best to supply the 
demand in the States. Besides, if the 
Canadian readers answer the ads the 
advertisers have to make manifests, 
declarations, often pay duty, put the 
material through customs inspections, 
etc. Naturally they, too, would rather 
sell their goods in the States. 

We do not, of course, want to utter 
a controversial word at this time, 
but after the war we are going to 
continue to have something to say, 
just as strongly as before, about the 
imaginary line.

The O. P. A. has decreed that “An 
item is an antique if it is more than 
75 years old, tends to increase rather 
than decrease in value because of its 
age, and is commonly known and dealt 
in as an antique by the trade.” 

The O. P. A. has the power under 
war conditions to enforce their ruling, 
subject to review by the courts; 
however, this is not a legislative act, 
and after the war is over it will have 
no effect whatever. It is simply a 
temporary ruling by a bureaucrat, 
all of whose powers will be dissolved 
by the ending of the war.

We have had an unusual number 
of complaints lately that dealers are 
ordering from each other for the 
purpose of showing merchandise to 
customers, and then returning to the 
seller with the excuse that the cus- 
tomer did not like it. 

That isn’t fair, unless you had an 
agreement to that effect in the first 
place. It is hardly right to expect to 
use the other fellow’s stock and cap- 
ital to make profits for yourself. In 
one case a dealer put in a complaint 
that an article she bought was broken 
and defective, and she wanted our 
service in getting her money back. 
Some of you people realize how 
cranky we are about getting the buy- 
er satisfied. In this instance, however, 
the first dealer had a letter from 
the complainant stating, in her own 
handwriting, that her customer did 
not like the article, and that she 
wanted to return it. 

We do not think that our time 
should be taken up with complaints 
of this kind, where bad faith on the 
part of one or the other will crop 
out. 

Occasionally some interesting inci- 
rents will come up. One woman wrote 
about a dealer she held a pair of 
bisque figurines for, although she had 
chances to sell it and had returned 
checks from others, The second deal- 
er finally wrote for the figurines, but 
was dissatisfied because she claimed 
she could not sell them at a profit 
and therefore wanted to return them. 

Both of these dealers were wrong 
—one in ordering and wanting to re- 
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turn just because she could not sell 
at a profit. That does not justify re- 
turning. You must take your risks 
on your own business judgment and 
not expect to do business at the other 
fellow’s risk. 

But the first dealer was also wrong 
in holding the pair of figurines for 
shipment to the dealer, when she 
had cash offers for it. It is an ac- 
cepted rule of business that “money 
talks.” We never heard it disputed in 
the best of business circles that the 
first who lays the money on the line 
is entitled to the merchandise. 

A lot of claims are often heard 
that a certain article could have been 
sold to someone else for cash, but 
that a favor was done to a certain 
buyer after other offers were turned 
down. Sometimes such claims sound 
a lot like excuses. Don’t turn other 
people’s money down; sell to the first 
one who shows good business prin- 
ciples by laying the money on the 
line. You will have less complaint that 
way, and both sides will be better 
satisfied with the bargain. 

A really funny incident came to 
our attention lately. A dealer shipped 
a small music box and in a few days 
received a letter from the buyer 
stating that she opened the music 
box and immediately started to 
sneeze; she was sure the box had 
given her hay fever, and she wanted 
to return it for that reason. Now, 
if it wouldn’t take a Philadelphia 
lawyer to dope that one out! Maybe 
the buyer should hire a lawyer, and 
he in turn, engage a medical special- 
ist and a laboratory technician to 
prove that the shipper sent infectious 
germs, and file a suit for $10,000 
damages!

$96,897,823 an increase of $19,935,250 
or 25.90 per cent over August 19438, 
according to Postmaster General 
Frank C, Walker.

SWEDISH COILS 

A study of the Rydquist translation 
of the Official Post Office booklet on 
the “Swedish Coils” might interest 
many who have accumulations of 
Sweden, used of course, that can be 
sorted for paper, watermarks and 
“tinted” numbers of the first type of 
paper. This tinted paper, called “A” 
paper, with several sub-letters and 
numbers for shades—has been queried 
about many times and until] this 
translation was published, many felt 
the ‘tints” meant the stamp had been 
soaked off a colored envelope and had 
absorbed color. Now we know there 
were tinted papers, or at least we 
know some of them. The “pink” and 
“green” ones seem to be easiest to 
select from accumulations of coils, 
but the “yellow” is about as promi- 
nent as the “green.” But to be sure, 
use a paper for comparison that you 
know is white, at least as heavy as 
the stamps and compare on a further 
backing of either white or black. 

Collectors who have patronized a 
new issue service will need more of 
the shades, usually, and also a study 
of the watermark that was marginal. 

Needless to say perhaps, that there 
is a “number interlock” which places 
the current numbering by our catalog 
in an entirely different sequence. The 
article appeared in the American 
Philatelist, in several numbers, in 
1942. 

There are probably more active col- 
lectors of Scandinavian stamps in 
this country that in any other English 
speaking area, and these translations 
often materially aid in~establishing 
the real chronological dates of issue, 
the real facts of manufacture, and 
the many paper varieties, when our 
own catalog gives major numbers 
only, and often these not in order of 
issue. The Rydquist article gives 
quantities printed in nearly all cases. 
Scandinavian collectors seem to feel 
that a remount from 1920 would be 
well repaid in most cases. 

And this, even if one did not go 
into the four paper varieties. These 
do not occur in all issues, but in some 
early coils.

ALBUM PAPER 


It does not seem likely that users 
of blank page albums will not know 
that extra leaves are hard to get. But 
perhaps-a suggestion as to how to 
get around that condition will help. 

Two cards, one the size of the qua- 
drilled space on your leaves, and the 
second, a carefully measured quarter 
of that space, will allow you to use 
a plain paper, (light drawing paper 
such as is used in high schools is 
nearest to your page perhaps) and by 
just carefully trimming and locating 
the margin by a light line in pencil, 
and then the half way marks, top and 
side, with the small sheet, mounting 
can be continued cheaply and easily. 
Such self-made pages may not have 
the crimped hinge, or a linen hinge, 
but they’ll do, and protective mount- 
ing will assure you against loss, or 
mislaying loose stamps. If the paper 
seems a bit “unpeelable,” hinge as 
lightly as possible. 

A bit of hard, dry maple, a harness 
punch and patience will make it easy 
to fit post binders and three ring 
binders. Spring backs don’t need such 
punching. I believe the size punch for 
a one-quarter inch post is #6.

“Someone sent a copy of HOBBIES 
to the hospital, and I read your stamp 
articles.

Similarly, while only one catalogue 
the S. C. A. D. T. A. prior to govern- 
ment agreement by Columbia, the 
central European collectors bought, 
saved and profited. The boys on the 
job who could do so, did likewise. And 
our soldiers and sailors are on the 
spot. 

So why not hope they will experi- 
ence from the chance, at least an 
urge to save and send home.? But 
just because some one says “No good, 
or not regular” don’t let it stop 
your adding samples, if obtainable. 
Might even surprise you.

PRECANCELS 


By ALBERT L. JONES 


Why Not a State 
Precancel Collection? 


pales precancels were so christ- 

ened I placed all of the varieties 
that I could get, on the blank pages 
in the back of my little stamp album. 
Forty to 50 years ago all collectors 
of precancels tried to get all varieties 
from all states. Any stamps that re- 
sembled precancels were placed in our 
collections. 

This general collecting continued 
for something like 25 years. Then the 
number of precancels became so great 
that many collectors figured it inad- 
visable to collect general and decided 
to limit their collections. So “State” 
collecting was born. For many years 
the collecting of a state or group of 
states was about the only scheme 
followed in precancel collecting. 

When Bureau precancels had been 
in use for a long enough period so 
that there were enough varieties of 
them to make a worth-while collection, 
this group became popular and ever 
since has increased in popularity. 

City-type coils formed another popu- 
lar group. When the beautiful Double 
Line Electros came into use, they 
immediately proved exceedingly popu- 
lar and still are. Black Hardings 
enjoyed a brief popularity. Washing- 
ton Bicentennials were extensively 
collected during the period when they 
were current and they continue in 
demand to some extent. Other com- 
memorative precancels are quite 
popular. Sometimes just a certain 
issue is collected as a side-line and 
a group. 

Of recent years town collections 
(one stamp, regardless of type or 
issue, from every town) and type 
collections (one stamp of each type 
from each town) have been most 
popular. Precancels on the Defense 
and Offense issues are in great favor 
and the Presidential Precancels have 
been most popular. 

During all this time, the collecting 
of the precancels of a state has been 
a plan followed by many. Some states 
have been more generally collected 
than others. Iowa was one of the early 
popular states but some energetic 
fellows promoted so many favors in 
that state that it lost its popularity. 
New York was a favorite for a time. 
So were Wisconsin and Minnesota 
and also Indiana. Missouri precancel 
collectors have been active, and under 
the editorship of Joe Aid, monthly 
bulletins have been issued covering 
the precancels of that state. Bob 
Briggs has taken care of the New 
England States with his Precancel 
Yankee. California has been in the 


’ limelight for a long time with a pre- 
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tentious state catalog and a monthly 
printed publication for that state. 
Recently this publication has enlarg- 
ed itself to include the other far 
western states. Last spring Arkansas 
came out with a mimeographed bulle- 
tin, edited by energetic Woodrow 
Hodges. It has been issued every 
month since and now includes other 
southern states. A newly issued cata- 
log of Arkansas precancels has creat- 
ed an increased demand for them. 
Ohio has been active for a long

joint want lists of Ohio towns, This 
fall the Buckeye, with Ken Gierhart 
as editor, has been started and gives 
the news of Ohio precancels. 

This all adds up to the fact that 
collecting the precancels of a state 
or a group of states continues to 
be a satisfactory and popular plan 
of precancel collecting and deserved- 
ly so. 

A state collection includes so great 
a variety of material that there is 
no danger of it having a monotonous 
appearance. Usually it will include 
some of the early bar types used be- 
fore city names were used in precan- 
celing and almost always some of 
the distinctive classics types of the 
Eighteen-Nineties and _ invariably 
some of the beautiful 1902 precancel 
issues. Then come often some examples 
of the early commemoratives, some 
parcel post precancels and perhaps 
some of the parcel post dues, too. All 
the various issues of this century, 
including denominations from %c to 
$5. will be found extensively precan- 
celed and included will be the Presi- 
dentials, the Offense and Defense 
issues. In adition there would be ex- 
amples of precancels on postage dues, 
special deliveries special handling 
stamps, coils and even, perhaps, some 
air mails. In most states one would 
be able to secure specimens of every 
commemorative stamp from _ the 
Jamestown Exposition issue of 1907 
down to the current flags of the over- 
run countries, 

All in all a collection of the pre- 
cancels of a state or group of states 
will be found not only entirely satis- 
factory but most instructive, interest- 
ing and intriguing. Why not start 
one?

Palestine Coins 
A=? the first thing a newly 
established nation does is to have 
coins struck. This serves a dual pur- 
pose;—the convenience, in fact, a 
necessity in trade and commerce; and 
a chronolagical history for posterity. 
The establishment of, the changes in, 
the continuance of, and the fall of 
most nations are recorded on their 
coins, But for the coins left behind, 
many ancient nations, important at 
the time would now be merely vague 
legendary lore. The designs and letter- 
ing on the coins contain vital histori- 
cal data. 

Take the Jewish coins of Palestine. 
Jewish coins have been struck for 
Palestine since 1917, with English, 
Hebrew and Arabic inscriptions, and 
they are still being struck. In some 
far distant future the three inscrip- 
tions alone will verify the present 
status of this small nation. Before 
this, the last Jewish coins were struck 
during the 2nd Revolt in about 70 A.D.

There is a story behind the design 


of every coin. Mythological history 
is the world’s best story book. That 
these stories have survived and 
increased in interest through the 
centuries is the best evidence of their 
greatness. The designers of the ancient 
Greek and Roman coins were partial 
to depicting mythological personages 
and events on them. Many of these 
coins are plentiful, and the rarer 
ones may be seen at coin displays. 
Viewing the odd looking designs on 
these old coins, the collector will, 
through curiosity if nothing else, seek 
the story behind the designs, and 
thereby have opened to him the 
world’s master stories, As Jupiter is 
a very familiar figure on ancient 
coins, he will likely be the first subject 
of his research, and through this 
research he will learn of Deucalion, 
the original Noah, and his faithful 
wife Pyrrha. 

Jupiter was the supreme ruler of 
the universe. The people on the earth 
turned sinful, which so enraged 
Jupiter that he decided to liquidate 
them with a flood. Deucalion, a king 
in Thessaly, and his wife Pyrrha had 
been forewarned of the deluge; they 
built a ship which, after the waters 
subsided, rested safely on Mount 
Parnassus. The couple consulted the 
gods at the shrine of Delphi and were

Wampum Mintage 

Many people think and speak of 
Wampum, early Indian currency, as 
shell-money, and question the reputed 
stability of a currency system based 
on “money” that could be had for the 
finding. Wampum should be described 
as shell-money. The shells were found, 
but the beads were “minted.” There 
are dollars of difference in value be- 
tween cut and un-cut diamonds, and 
beads of difference in value between 
“minted” and “unminted” shells. The 
too often used expression, “Indians 
used shells for money” should be 
“they used beads made from shells.” 
In pre-Columbus days the beads were 
made by hand, and the “minter’s” 
chief tool was a flint-stone awl which 
was turned with a thonged bow, and 
the value of a bead-coin depended 
upon the degree of perfection of the 
finished piece. The shells were very 
hard, and the turning of “bullion” 
into “coins” (shells into beads) re- 
quired much time, toil and sweat— 
much skill, experience and patience. 
It was a long, hard, tedious job that 
required expert workmanship of the 
highest order. The American Encyclo- 
pedia says:—“The shell was broken 
in pieces, rubbed smooth on a stone 
until about the thickness of a pipe- 
stem, then pierced and cut with a 
drill.” 

The demand before the white man 
came was always greater than the 
supply, thus making inflation im- 
possible. When the white man with 
his well tooled workshop started 
making bead money on a semi-mass 
production scale, Wampum was grad- 
ually driven out of circulation. The 
shells were to pre-Columbus America 
what gold was to the old world; and 
bead currency was as satisfactory to 
the Indians as metal coins were to 
the old worlders.

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Liberty’s knees. Coin collectors claim 
that on standing-liberty quarters 
Miss Liberty’s knees are first to show 
the wear and tear, and they classify 
the coin’s condition as to whether it 
is uncireulated or slightly circulated 
by the condition of her knees. Her 
knees, instead of her face, in this 
instance is her fortune. 

Most of the various coin types 
have a “Liberty Knee,” a vulnerable 
spot, a spot that first shows the wear. 
The letters in the word liberty, on 
the band of the Indian head penny 
in one instance. It is this “Liberty 
Knee,” or weak spot on a slightly 
circulated coin that prevents its 
being classified as uncirculated. 

“Old Copper Nose” is the dean of 
such coins. Henry VIII silver-plated 
copper coins and circulated them as 
simon-pure silvers. The silver skin 
first peeled off of Henry’s nose, thus 
exploding the fraud and giving the 
coin its name.

Attempts at 
Cornering Coin Issues 


Usually these efforts have resulted 
in dismal failure. The late Ben Green 
of Chicago once tried to corner sil- 
ver three-cent pieces of the last year, 
1873. Today, he would have had bet- 
ter luck. At that day the small 3c 
coin was unpopular and attracted lit- 
tle notice at auctions. The price then 
held around two dollars. It is about 
five or six dollars today with far 
more collectors after it, because to- 
day there is more of a demand for 
minor issues of U. S. coins. The two-

in those days, sold for 25 cents. To- 
day, it is $25 if the coin is perfect. 
This shows how the tastes of collec- 
tors vary through the years and how 
prices reflect those tastes. Quite a 
few other gentlemen have tried to 
corner coins. 

The 1856 cent was another objec- 
tive, the participants being John C. 
Beck of Pittsburg and Mr. Leeds, 
formerly a mayor, I think, of Atlantic 
City, N. J. The Beck collection re- 
mains, I believe, intact. Beck must 
have left some note to his heirs 
telling them to hold onto the 1856 
cents. It is well for them they did, 
for the coin has gone up about ten 
times in price since Beck’s death 
about 25 years ago. His limit’ was 
eight dollars for an 1856 cent, so he 
told me in 1908, when he called at my 
house in Pittsburg. For long years 
after Beck and Leeds started to try 
to corner 1856 cents, they continued 
to sell fine ones from eight to ten 
dollars apiece. But latterly when cent 
collectors began to multiply, while the 
supply of rare cents slowly decreased, 
the price began to shoot up. As late 
as 15 years ago, there was plenty of 
nice 1856 cents around at $15 apiece. 
Suddenly proofs shot up $50 per year, 
until now the price is about $125, 
with more takers than coins offered. 
Collectors do not regard these corner- 
ers as philanthrophic, for they seek 
to keep the other collectors from get- 
ting the coins they want. Some view 
them contemptuously, and even in the 
old days they were ridiculed and re- 
garded as numismatic fools, if noth-

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ing worse. In 1927 I was looking 
askance at efforts to collect quarter 
eagles. Well, they are too scarce at 
this date 17 years later, to be ridi- 
culed, or their collectors made the 
marks of contempt. Just think of the 
nice money all of you could have had 
by holding onto coins you sold in the 
last 15 years. The Brown sale, which 
I held a dozen years ago, witnessed 
the start of the craze for Indian head 
red cents. Brown had thousands and 
the prices in lots ran from five to 
ten cents a coin. Today any red In- 
dian head cent is worth from 60c to 
$25. I don’t mean proofs, I mean un- 
circulated. The proofs bring much 
more. The plotter to corner coins 
would stand a much better chance to- 
day by buying up every rare minor 
coin which appears than he did 25 
years ago when Green and Beck lived, 
as far fewer appear. The favorite 
marks today in this objective are 
small cents of 1877, two cents of 1873 
and three and five cents nickels of 
1877. These are the most precious 
dates of the small coins. However, it 
is doubtful if anyone could completely

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Legend of The Thirty Pieces of Silver

= BY the star, the Magi (Caspar, 

Balthaser and Melchior) were 
guided to the place where they found 
their Newborn King,—the Saviour, 
whom they adored and presented with 
gifts of gold, Frankincense and 
Myrrh. 

Melchior was said to have presented 
gold, amongst which was a golden 
apple, formerly belonging to Alexan- 
der the Great, and thirty pieces of 
money or coins. The term “Pieces of 
Silver” with reference to the coins, 
were merely a common or generic 
name for money. 

The legends of these coins (or 
thirty pieces of silver) are curious 
and most ingeniously interwoven to- 
gether. They were first coined by 
Terah, the father of Abraham and

taken by the latter when he left the 
land of Chaldees. They were paid by 
him to Ephron as part of the purchase 
money -for the field and cave of 
Machpelah. The Ishmaelites then, ac- 
cording to one account, paid them 
back as the price of Joseph to his 
brethren (which was supposedly 
twenty pieces, and the remainder 
given for some other purpose). 


The money was afterwards paid to 
Joseph by his brethren during the 
time of scarcity, and on the death of 
Jacob, his son paid them to the royal 
treasury of Sheba for spices to em- 
balm him. The celebrated Queen of 
Sheba, on her visit to Solomon, pres- 
ented them to him with many other 
gifts. In the time of his son Rehoboam, 
when the King of Egypt spoiled the 
temple, the King of Arabia, who 
accompanied him, received these pieces 
of money in his share of the plunder, 
and in his kingdom they remained 
until the time of Melchior, one of the 
Magi, who presented them to the 
Saviour. 


On the flight into Egypt the Holy 
Family were closely pursued by 
Herod’s soldiers and coming to a field 
where a man was sowing, asked the 
way; when they had passed on, the 
corn miraculously sprang up,—just 
afterwards Herod’s soldiers arrived 
and inquired of the sower if he had 
seen an old man with a woman and 
child—but he told them that such 
people passed by when he sowed his 
corn,—on which the soldiers turned 
back and gave up the pursuit. 


In the hurry of the flight, the 
Virgin Mary dropped the pieces of 
money. They were found by a shep- 
herd who kept them and in afteryears, 
being afflicted by some disease incur- 
able by mortal aid, applied to our 
Saviour who healed him, and he then 
offered these coins as a gift of thanks 
at the high altar. They were sub- 
sequently paid to Judas by the priests 
as the price of betrayal. There are 
two reasons given for his requiring 
thirty pieces of money,—one,—that 
he considered he had lost thirty pieces 
by the box of precious ointment which 
Magdalen used to bathe the Saviour’s 
feet;—and the other, that having been 
sent by our Saviour on Holy Thurs- 
day with this amount of money to 
provide for the last supper,he fell 
asleep in the way and was robbed. In 
the midst of his distress he met the 
priests and agreed to betray his 
master for the amount he had lost. 
When smitten by remorse, Judas 
returned the money to the priests and 
destroyed himself, They applied it in 
purchase of the potter’s field and as 
bribe to the soldiers who guarded 
the sepulchre, to say that the disciples 
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came by night and stole the body of 
Christ. 

After this—having performed their 
mission, the coins were dispersed and 
all trace of them lost.

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THE COINS OF CARIA 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


(‘ARIA is the name of an ancient 

country in the southwestern corner 
of Asia Minor. The chief products of 
this country in ancient times were 
corn, wine, oil, and figs. The coast 
was inhabited chiefly by Greek colon- 
ists. The inhabitants of the rest of 
the country were Carians, a people 
nearly allied to the Lydians and 
Mysians. The Greeks considered the 
people mean and stupid, even for 
slaves. The country was governed 
by a race of native princes, who fixed 
their abode at Halicarnassus. These 
princes were subject-allies of Lydia 
and Persia, and some of them rose to 
great distinction in war and peace. 
Under the Romans, Caria formed part 
of the province of Asia. The country 
got its name from Car (Kap), the 
brother of Mysus and Lydus. 

Cnidus or Gnidus was the name of 
a town and promotory of Doris in 
Caria. The town was a Phoenician 
settlement and the sanctuary of the 
Triopian Apollo, a sun-god whose 
symbol was the lion, also the place 
of worship of Aphrodite-Eupolia. 
There was a statue of Aphrodite by 
Praxiteles in the temple at Cnidus. A 
coin of Cnidus shows on the obverse 
the forepart of a lion (right) and 
on the reverse the head of Aphrodite 
Eupolia in the archaic style. This coin 
is a drachm in silver and dates from 
the period B. C. 650-480. 

There are also coins of the satraps 
of Caria during the period of Persian 
influence. Pixodarus, B. C. 340-334, 
this ruler had coins bearing on the 
obverse the head of Apollo laureate,

nearly facing, and on the reverse Zeus 
(Jupiter) Labraundos, walking right 
with stratics and spear. This was a 
silver didrachm. There are also coins 
of the satrap Hecatomnus, B. C. 395- 
387, known as obulus which are very 
rare. The obverse shows a lion’s head 
while on the reverse is a star. This 
king was the father of Artemisia who 
married her brother Mausolus, a spe- 
cies of union sanctioned by the 
customs of the country. She lost her 
husband, who was remarkable for 
personal beauty, B, C. 365, and she 
became in consequence, a prey to the 
deepest affliction. A splendid tomb was 
erected to his memory, called Mauso- 
leum, a word which still signifies a 
tomb in our language. This tomb was 
considered by ancient writers to be 
one of the seven wonders of the world.

Y own peculiar hobby had its 

inception one day several years 
ago while I was casually reading one 
of seven words which leaped from the 
novelist of the nineteenth century. 
Suddenly I was struck by the impact 
of seven words which leaped from the 
printed page to impress themselves 
upon my mind. Hastily I wrote them 
on a scrap of paper. Later I trans- 
ferred this phrase to an index file 
which has since out-grown that first 
humble beginning. 

Thus began spontaneously a hobby 
which has been a source of fun and 
inspiration over the intervening years. 
I was not aware when my collection 
began that a man named Elbert Hub- 
bard had a similar idea many years 
before me when he published his 
famous Scrapbook, but his venture 
in the field of collecting gems from 
literature has attained qa measure 
of commercial success which I never 
expect mine to reach. 

Unlike most other hobbies, there 
is no value in exchanging with others 
who have a similar interest, although 
I have shared my collection with 
friends in the form of discussions 
which have been prompted by one of 
these quotations. Through experience 
I have learned that any benefits which 
I am to derive from this hobby must 
come from my own searching, reading, 
and weighing and balancing of the 
creative thoughts which have been 
born in the minds of some of the 
world’s greatest thinkers. 


Somewhere I have read that anyone 


who cultivates a hobby will never be- 
come insane. That may be only a con- 
jecture, but I know that my particular 
hobby has done two other things for 
me. It has trained me to read a better 
class of books and it has also developed 
in me a more optimistic outlook on life. 
This latter has been a steadying in- 
fluence on me in the turbulent times 
through which most of us are pass- 
ing. Both of these ends gained from 
my hobby have helped to provide me 
with a beauty and fullness of living 
which cannot be measured by any 
standards at our disposal. 

What was that book and the words 
which started this collection? The 
novel was Alton Locke by Charles 
Kingsley, and the words—“Worship 
is a life, not a ceremony.”

PARADISE PASSES

Union army. Mr. Wallace engaged in 
the livery stable business in Peru and 
became recognized as an outstanding 
judge of horse flesh. 

In 1883, he engaged in his first 
circus venture and his show was 
known as Wallace & Company men- 
agerie and circus. The show later be- 
came known as the Great Wallace 
Circus and flourished as an outstand- 
ing railroad show of the 90’s and 
early 20th century. ~ 

Wallace and associates, in 1906, 
purchased the Carl Hagenbeck Cir- 
cus from its operators and the fol- 
lowing year, sent out the combined 
show under the title Hagenbeck-Wal- 
lace Circus. 

Mr. Wallace retired from the bus- 
iness in 19138, when he sold the cir- 
cus to former associates and Indiana 
financiers. They operated it for sev- 
eral years and then disposed of the 
property to Jerry Mugivan and Bert 
Bowers, two enterprising showmen 
who were building up a chain of cir- 
cuses. 

Mugivan, Bowers and Ed Ballard 
organized the American Circus Cor- 
poration in 1921, and ‘they wintered 
all of their show properties at the 
Peru quarters. Year after year, sev- 
eral large railroad circuses steamed 
out of Peru for their annual tours, 
but in 1929, the properties were sold 
to John Ringling, last of the famous 
Ringling brothers. 

Ringling intended to operate the 
six circuses he then owned, but the 
market crash of 1929 affected circus 
business as it did business generally 
in the United States, and one by one 


the circuses were retired from the 
road. 

The Ringling interests continued 
to operate the farm for feed and 
housing for livestock for several 
years after the last show wintered 
there closed, but with the mechani- 
zation of transport, doing away with 
the hundreds of draft or baggage 
horses which hauled wagons to and 
from the show trains, the use of the 
quarters declined to nothing. 

Thus a chapter in American circus 
history is closed.

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SAMUEL COLT - A Study in Portraits 


By ARTHUR T. WARD 


N ORE has been written’ about 
Samuel Colt-and his inventions 
than perhaps about any other arms 
inventor. This has been due, no doubt, 
to the fact that Colt appeared upon 
the stage of life at a time when he 
could advertise his arms as “The 
Pioneers of Civilization.” 

The sort of a man that Col. Colt 
was has been pretty well covered in 
the memorial volume “Armsméar,” 
issued by Mrs. Colt in 1866, and more 
recently by Jack Rohan in “Yankee 
Armsmaker—the Incredible Career 
of Samuel Colt,” published by Harper 
& Bros. in 1935. Both of these books 
contain the same portrait—I, which 
is an engraving from a photograph 
by Brady. Despite the fact that two 
other portraits were available, this 
one seems to have been preferred.

Chas. L. Elliott’s painting was appar- 
ently copied as well as that of the 
Colonel in Schussele’s group painting 
made in 1861, an engraving of which 
was made by Sartain, appearing in 
1862- under the title:—“Men of 
Progress—American Inventors.” This 
is apparently the last portrait made of 
the Colonel. age 

Two other portraits of Col. Colt, 
however, have been found in the 
records, and perhaps the reason why 
they have never been used may hingc 
in the fact that the costume of the 
inventor is not as modern as in J. 

The portrait II shows a Daniel 
Webster style of costume. The steel 
engraving I have is a fine piece of 
work, but no identification marks are 
apparent. It would appear to have 
been earlier than I. 

Portrait III is something else again, 
because it shows no gray hairs; the 
costume is different from either I or 
II, and also because the engraving 
is of a much finer quality. Identifica- 
tion marks state:—“Engraving by 
J. C. Buttre, from a Photograph by 
P. Graff, Berlin, Prussia.” I have 
been advised that in the 50’s and 60’s, 
the work of Prussian photographers 
and engravers was of such a quality 
that it was profitable to solicit busi- 
ness in this country. 

“One swallow does not make a sum- 
mer,” nor does one portrait show the 
man. But I am sure that these three 
portraits, taken together, will show a 
bit more of Samuel Colt to the many 
interest in his life

Bunch’s collection, only 12 of the 
finer ones are shown. Top view shows 
three Iowa axes, having side grooves. 
This type is also found in bordering 
states to Iowa. It was made in a 
variety of sizes-from medium to large.

Illustrated from the Dr. Rollin H. Bunch collection of stone axes 
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bitted” and one “fluted” types, 
both of which are very rare 
types of axes. The round-bitted 
axe at the left side is exception- 
al, as a “double-bit” type. It is 
from Ohio The center axe is typical 
of the Wisconsin “fluted” type, but 
it is finer than the average. The 
right side “double-bit” axe from Illi- 
nois is typical of the central states. 
Double-bit axes are rare in any form. 

The bottom view shows six unusual- 
ly fine Missouri and Illinois axes. 
This type of axe is possibly the finest 
workmanship done by the Indian in 
shaping stone into axes. It is full 
three quarter grooved, square shaped, 
then polished. Most of this type have 
a wedge flute on the front side, and 
most all will average fine quality.

HOBBIES’ Writer Helps 
Identify Illinois Cache 


A few weeks ago when Carl 0. 
Swanson of near Prophetstown, IIl., 
was walking down the hillside of his 
farm, his foot struck something that 
clinked. Glancing down he saw a 
couple of large arrowheads which had 
evidently been dislodged where his 
horses had been rolling. Digging a- 
round with his hands, Swanson un- 
earthed more specimens and then 
went and procured a shovel. Digging 
in the dirt there he unearthed 37 
flint pieces which he believes have 
been laying in the ground for some 
thousands of years. 

According to the description furn- 
ished this department, the pieces of 
stone are fairly uniformly oval in 
shape and of varying sizes, from six 
to eight inches in length, four to six 
inches wide at the widest point and 
pointed on both ends. They are made 
of flint, which is not common in that 
particular section of the country. 
When struck together the _ stone 
clinks with a sound much like glass 
bottles. 

A local citizen, M. H. Baldwin, 
came to the rescue with a copy each 
of the February, 1941, and the May,

Indian Population 
50 Years Hence 


ITH A 53.3 per cent drop in his 
death rate over a period of 12 
years, the American Indian is no 
longer vanishing but is gaining in 
numbers slightly faster than the gen- 
eral population of the United States, 
according to statistics recently com- 
piled by the Office of Indian Affairs. 
Still a small minority numbering 
approximately 430,000 in the United 
States and Alaska, the American In- 
dian is not likely to overtake and out- 
number the general population in the 
next million years, according to J. 
Nixon Hadley, Chief Statistician, but 
the Indian, if his present rate of in- 
crease continues, may easily regain 
his pre-Columbian number by the 
year 2005. A recent anthropological 
estimate puts the Indian population 
of the United States before the ar- 
rival of Columbus at about 720,000. 
The trends in Indian birth and 
death rates follow closely the gen- 
eral U. S. trends over the years 1929 
to 1942. The Indian birth rate has 
fallen 25 per cent during these years, 
but this decline is more than compen- 
sated by the sharp reduction in In- 
dian deaths. The net increase in In- 
dians per 1,000 for the year 1941 


was 10.6. 
Additional hospitals. and trained 
medical personnel, modern schools, 


and an improved economic status for 
the Indian have all contributed in 
lowering the Indians’ death rate dur- 
ing the past generation, according to 
Indian Service officials. In most In- 
dian communities, these services for 
the Indians are maintained by the 
Federal Government through the Of- 
fice of Indian Affairs. Some isolated 
Indian and native communities in 
Alaska still lack adequate health and 
schoo] facilities, Indian Service offi- 
cials state. 

“T hesitate to suggest trends in In- 
dian population,’ Mr. Hadley said, 
“because the estimates of early ex- 
plorers and traders varied greatly. 
Also the annual reports of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs up unti! 
1930 did not consistently record the 
same tribes, and in an earlier period, 
even included 25,000 Negro Freedmen 
and intermarried whites of the Five 
Civilized Tribes.”

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said, “we know that the Indian popu- 
lation diminished greatly sometime 
early in the nineteenth century, drop- 
ping in about 75 years from approxi- 
mately 600,000 individuals to 250,000. 
The low point was reached in 1887 
when the Indians numbered 242,571. 
In 1904 the population curve ceased 
to move downward, and instead, be- 
gan gradually to climb upward.” 

In a discussion of the causes of the 
decline of Indian population in “The 
Handbook of American Indians,” pub- 
lished in 1910 by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, James Mooney wrote: 

“The chief causes of decrease, in 
order of importance, may be classed 
as small pox and other epidemics; 
tuberculosis; sexual diseases; whiskey 
and attendant dissipation; removals; 
starvation and subjection to unaccus- 
tomed conditions; low vitality due to 
mental depression under misfortune; 
wars. In the category of destroyers 
all but wars and tuberculosis may be 
considered to have come from the 
white man, and the increasing de- 
structiveness of tuberculosis itself is 
due largely to conditions consequent 
upon his advent. Wars in most 
cases have not greatly diminished the 
number of Indians. The tribes were 
in chronic warfare among themselves, 
so that the balance was nearly even 
until, as in the notable case of the 
Iroquois, the acquisition of firearms 
gave one body an immense superiority 
over its neighbors.” 

Todav, of the total U. S. Indian 
population, 368,920 Indians in the 
United States and 32,464 natives of 
Alaska are considered under Federal 
jurisdiction. Some 25,000 to 30,000 ad- 
ditional Indians are not eligible for

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tion at which the Indian is enrolled. 
A trend is definitely shown, however, 
and to counteract chance variations, 
the curve on the population graph on 
the opposite page reflects a three- 
year average for each year. This is 
standard statistical procedure. For 
example, the point designated on the 
graph for 1928 represents an average 
of the net increase for the years 1927, 
1928, and 1929. 

A more nearly accurate net in- 
crease for each year will be ascer- 
tainable in the future, according to 
Mr. Hadley, by a change in the meth- 
od of determining birth and death 
rates. Calculations based on births 
and deaths only of Indians living on 
reservations will eliminate one of the 
errors mentioned here.

Affairs and the Bureau of Census re- 
ports on Indian population occur be- 
cause of the variations in defining an 
Indian. The 1940 Census enumerators 
were instructed to record as Indian, 
those persons of mixed blood “if the 
proportion of Indian blood is one- 
fourth or more, or if the person is 
regarded as an Indian in the com- 
munity where he lives.” The Office of 
Indian Affairs defines as Indian any 
person of Indian blood who has cer- 
tain rights through ownership, 
treaty, inheritance, or tribal recog- 
nition. in 1940 the Office of Indian 
Affairs reported 361,816 Indians in 
the United States eligible for Fed- 
eral aid. The Bureau of the Census 
reported a total U. S. Indian popula- 
tion of 333,969, including Indians not 
under Federal jurisdiction. 
Undoubtedly, Census enumerators 
overlooked some persons of one- 
fourth or more degree of Indian blood 
living in non-Indian communities. On 
the other hand, some tribal rolls con- 
tain the names of persons of one- 
eighth or one-sixteenth or less de- 
gree of Indian blood who are counted 
in the population figures compiled by 
the Office of Indian Affairs.

In Omaha the other day 69-year-old 
White Bird, an Omaha Indian, who 
has lived his life on a north Nebraska 
reservation, uttered a few sage sen- 
tences which seemed to have been pro- 
phetic of his race. White Bird had 
gone to Omaha to be with a daugh- 
ter charged with the murder of her 
husband. 

“T have had five daughters and one 
son,” he said, “and only one of them 
wanted to stay on the land. That was 
my boy and a few months ago he 
died . . . I know the city is no place 
for an Indian. I am an old man and 
I need their help on the land but they 
all wanted to go to the city where 
the money is paid at the end of the 
week, and you don’t have to wait. 
They wanted to live where there is 
some place to go at night—where it 
is never quiet. That was not meant 
for our people.” 

This old Indian in distress over the 
plight of a young woman, his daugh- 
ter, charged with killing her husband 
by plunging a knife into him, speaks 
the wisdom of a ripe life, and a wis- 
dom that applies not only to his own 
race but to the peoples of other races. 

In paraphrase of Goldsmith, “ill 
fares not only the land but people 
themselves” when they find it impos- 
sible to reconcile themselves to the 


_quiet at night of distant and lonely 


places. 
Those nights should not be lonely. 
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They should be friendly and compan- 
ionable in the heart of a family, and 
in retrospection and thought. They 
should be beautiful with the night 
noises of insects and animals, They 
should be inviting with the lullaby 
songs of birds, going to rest; with 
the beauty of the sky, and the stars. 

There in the night people find 
strength and beauty in a universe 
made for them.

seas. I put the dome on one of the 
rubber tired carts found in all hos- 
pitals and go from bed to bed, point- 
ing out and explaining the various 
items and telling the story of many 
of them.

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Miniature Floating 


Dry Dock 


The R. H. Macy & Co. store, New 
York city, recently displayed a min- 
iature floating dry dock, complete in 
every detail, in one of their windows. 
The model was built by craftsmen of 
the Todd Shipyards Corporation. 


The one and one-fourth ton model 
was set by Todd riggers after the 
plate glass had been removed from 
the store window. It is a 11 foot, 6 
inch, over all model, and is about 
four and one-half feet wide. 

Cradled in the dry dock is a model 
of a three-stack ocean liner, built at 
the Brooklyn division of the Todd 
Shipyards Corporation, then known 
as Robins Dry Dock & Repair Com- 
pany, in 1920. It is valued at $30,000. 
Miniature piers and other appurten- 
ances of a ship repair yard, surround 
the dry dock. 

The piers, the ship model and the 
dock of this model unit are wired 
for electricity and a special motor 
and gears beneath the dock permits 
lowering and raising the ship as is 
done when a damaged ship is brought 
into dry dock for repair and inspec- 
tion. 

The construction of the unit is 
such that the ship model can be auto- 
matically lowered and lifted every 
five minutes.

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Centinel of the 
North-Western Territory 


That was the title of the first paper 
ever printed in Ohio, and the first 
edition bore the date Saturday, No- 
vember 9, 1793. There is only one 
known copy of the first edition still 
extant today and the Ohio State Mu- 
seum guards it carefully in one of 
its vaults. There are several later 
editions, however. 

The Centinel of the North-Western 
Territory was published in Cincin- 
nati; its publisher was one William 
Maxwell who was assisted by his wife, 
who died at the ripe old age of 108. 
Maxwell was an all around man being 
the publisher, editor, writer, printer 
and “leg man.” 

The world was troubled with wars, 
then as now. World and local news 
which Maxwell’s paper carried were 
full of war. The French Revolution 
was bloody, and Indians were killing 
soldiers and civilians around and 
about Cincinnati. A news item from 
London stated that the siege of 
Valenciennes was being “pushed 
vigorously....... During the day we con- 
tinue to enlarge the excavations—the 
heavy fire, which the, enemy _in- 
cessantly kept up that night from 
their cannons, mortars and musketry 
killed five of our men and wounded 14.” 

Local news stated that Indians had 
attacked a provision train between 
Ft. St. Clair and Ft. Jefferson three 
weeks before, killing the officers in 
charge, also 13 soldiers, and killing or 
stealing 70 horses. It was a complete 
rout for the Army, but later most of 
the grain and commissary stores in 
the wagons were recovered.

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Two days later, the paper reported 
that Indians, 50 of them, attacked 
White’s Station 10 miles north of 
Cincinnati. This was a cluster of 
cabins inside a stockade. One man and 
two children were killed. 

There was no comic section but 
this joke added to the less serious 
side; “Milton was asked by a friend 
whether he would instruct his daugh- 
ter in the different languages, to 
which he replied: ‘No, sir, one tongue 
is sufficient for a woman.” 

A contributor, Manlius, then as 
now, wrote that he didn’t like taxes. 
He declared that the method of taxa- 
tion was unjust, and that the tax 
commissioners, who got one-fifteenth 
off the top, should be fired. Gather- 
ing zeal, Manlius wrote; 


“There is no more use (for the com- 
missioners) than a barber would have 
for a stone hammer to knock the 
pimples off his customer’s face before 
he applies the razor.” 


Two advertisements appeared in the 
first issue of the Centinel. Joe Gard, 
one of Cincinnati’s 200 citizens, had 
lost a parchment pocketbook - con- 
taining valuable papers.

National Archives Develops 
Method for Preservation 
of Newspapers 


The National Archives, Washing- 
ton, has developed a method of pre- 
serving newspapers: “Sheets of cellu- 
lose acetate foil are placed as usual 
in lamination on top and beneath the 
newspaper to be treated. Enough heat 
is applied to cause the ink to pene- 
trate the foil but not enough to melt 
the foil as in regular lamination. 
When cool the foil is peeled off; the 
printing adheres to it but the paper 
does not. This foil is then laminated 
in high-grade white paper, and the 
ground-wood newsprint, which dis- 
colors with age or exposure to light, 
is thus eliminated.”

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Nests — A Business-like 
Venture 


OW THAT frosty winds will soon 

be leaving trees and bushes bare 
of their leaves, we are afforded an 
opportunity to study the nests of 
various types of birds to better ad- 
vantage. 

This business of nests is explained 
in one of the recent issues of ‘‘Liv- 
ing Museum,” of the Illinois State 
Museum, Springfield, Ill., as follows: 

“From the loose platform of sticks 
which the mourning dove, with a 
great deal of cooing and gurgling, 
appears to think is the perfect nest 
for two white eggs, to the exquisite 
little creation of spider webs, lichens, 
and plant silk made by the humming- 
bird, nests tell about the birds that 
made them. 

“Each kind of bird has a distinc- 
tive nest which usually is located at 
about the same level and in the same 
sort of environment year after year. 
Many a bird that built in a certain 
tree or bush will return to the same 
place, but although an old nest may 
appear to be in good condition it is 
never used a second time by the bird 
that made it. An old woodpecker‘hole, 
however, may be used many times, 
not by the original maker who ap- 
parently scorns guch second-handed 
trash and laboriously chisels a new 
one, but other birds use it by turns. 


“Nesting is a business-like venture. 
The structures housing eggs are 
made according to an ancestral plan, 
almost always of the same sort of 
material and in the same style of ar- 
chitecture. High in the tops of trees 
are the nests of crows, hawks, and 
great horned owls. Saddled on a high 
branch is the pewee’s nest, with the 
gnat-catcher’s tiny nest even higher. 
Bluejays build high in the branches; 
out on a bending bough is the well- 
woven bag nest of the Baltimore 
oriole. The basket-nest of the warb- 
ling vireo far out on a twig is fairly 
high, too, while lower down are the 
similar nests of red-eyed and yel- 
low-throated vireos, and the nest- 
platforms of the great blue heron

ly low in a tree; the dove usually 
builds just above the eye-level of a 
man, and in a _ broken hollow the 
crested flycatcher lays its glossy 
olive-brown eggs and often drapes a 
snake skin or some fish scales at the 
entrance. 

“In thickets are the nests of cat- 
bird, brown thrasher, mockingbird, 
cardinal, shrike, and kingbird, in low 
bushes the nests of indigo bunting, 
yellow warbler, yellow-throat, chip- 
ping sparrow, Bell’s vireo, song 
sparrow, and cuckoo. The homes of 
field sparrows are found in weeds or 
pasture bushes; in marsh cattails are 
the nests of red-winged blackbirds, 
marsh wrens, and bittern. On the 
ground always in the open are eggs 
of bob-white, night hawk, towhee, 
vesper sparrow, horned lark, mead- 
owlark, killdeer. On the floor of the 
woods the whip-poor-will optimistical- 
ly lays its two purple-brown eggs on 
a dry oak leaf. Sometimes, of course, 
there are freaks, and independent in- 
dividuals who nest where few of 
their tribe built before—such as the 
brown thrasher that nested on the 
ground in a half-flooded cornfield, the 
flicker who bored holes in a barn, 
robins on the coupling of a railroad 
box-car, bluebirds in a jug, catbirds 
in a mailbox, and house wrens in the 
pocket of an old coat, but these va- 
riations only lend spice to this busi- 
ness of identifying nests and to the 
usually orthodox pattern which it fol- 
lows.”

MERICAN servicemen stationed 
on remote tropic islands, guard- 
ing the western hemisphere, are find- 
ing relaxation in hobbies, writes 
Clarence H. MacDonald, director of 
the Pacific Seaboard Outpost Serv- 
ice for USO in the Panama Canal 
Zone. Heat and humidity make ac- 
tive sports out of the question; and 
the teeming jungle life around them 
offers a new world of interests to 
men from the cornfields of Iowa or 
the trim, tidy countryside of New 
England. . 
MacDonald, a man of many hobbies 
himself, took a trip by plane to one 
of these lonely islands, and found it 
needed only a little encouragement 
to make the boys ardent “hobbyists.” 
Here’s the picture in his own 
words: “This particular jungle island 
teemed with monkeys, vividly colored 
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parrots, brilliantly-tinted butterflies 
huge iguanas, panther, deer, sloths, 
honey bears and snakes (two of 
which—the bushmaster and the fer- 
de-lance—are the deadliest in the 
world) and hosts of other animals 
and birds,” 

On his arrival at the base, Mac- 
Donald found two brand-new “‘howl- 
ing monkey” hides stretched on 
boards near the camp. ‘‘Howlers” 
live up to their name, says MacDon- 
ald, and the 100-foot trees towering 
above the barracks on the hillside 
against which the camp was built 
were full of the noisy beasts. The 
boys were keen to know how to tan 
and prepare the skins for making 
wallets, bags and other leather novy- 
elties. 

Such work is one of MacDonald’s 
hobbies, so he set to work to teach 
the boys how the job was done, but 
he chose a better leather—the skin 
of a huge iguana, which has a beau- 
tifully grained hide and makes ex- 
cellent leather. The boys learn fast 
—and found a new hobby to while 
away leisure hours. 

MacDonald also interested them in 
the study and collection of the many 
varieties of orchids of which the 
jungle was full—as well as the birds 
and butterflies. 

On his return to Panama, he im- 
mediately dispatched to headquarters 
in New York a request for simple, 
well illustrated books on these sub- 
jects, and a serious group of ama- 
teur naturalists has developed. on the 
Island. 

In addition, New York headquart- 
ers—always prepared for such re- 
quests—also sent a “Hobby Kit” 
containing a complete set of leather 
making tools for the boys who pre- 
ferred this hobby.

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Spiders tn War

SPIDER’S WEB is a _ subject 
- about which volumes might be 
written. Its gossamer threads form 
the spider’s citadel and lair where un- 
wily insect victims are trapped. 

Humming birds long ago discovered 
that spider webs are good building 
material, as is easily proven by exam- 
ining any of their tiny nests. Captive 
spiders have also been known to pro- 
duce yards and yards of webs used to 
give “atmosphere” in certain movie 
productions. 

In oriental art, in particular, the 
spider is represented as a monster of 
destruction. Nature has endowed spi- 
ders with the urge and ability to spin 
webs; it has taken man’s ingenuity to 
put spiders of certain species to work 
in producing integral parts of very 
necessary precision instruments used 
in the present world conflict. 

The Black Widow, Green Lynx and 
Golden Garden Spiders spin webs 
which have more elasticity and 
strength than the ordinary spider, 
whose web is usually brittle and of 
more cottony texture. The fineness 
and elastic quality of those webs make 
them of great value as used in pre- 
cision instruments and also in instu- 
ments on aircraft subjected to sudden 
changes of temperature. 

For some time a woman naturalist, 
Nan Songer of Yucaipa, California, 
has been furnishing webs for this 
ultra specialized war industry. She 
makes the spiders work for her, and 
furthermore, they spin for her in her 
way and like it, as no “second-hand 
web is good enough for Uncle Sam’s 
requirements. Her house is called 
“Spider House,” a rather spooky 
name, but not so in reality, as the 
spiders are completely under control 
in cheerful surroundings. She keeps 
them in glass jars among potted 
plants on shelves in a window. Here

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they crawl on their own private 
greenery and are fed on bugs. 

The silking of the spider is an ex- 
acting job at which Mrs. Songer is 
most expert. After removing the spider 
from its glass house, she fastens it by 
means of tweezers in a groove in a 
yucca block, its legs being held down 
by a piece of glass, without harming 
them, so they cannot interfere with 
the web about to be produced. After 
shellacing the edges of a metal frame 
two inches by ten inches, the silking 
can proceed, The silk glands of the 
spider are bunched inside the extrem- 
ity of its body and connect with spin- 
nerets at the tip. Inside the glands 
the substance is liquid, but becomes 
web when it touches the air. With 
everything now in readiness, it is the 
spider’s turn to produce the silk. As 
an incentive, the spinnerets of the 
captive victim are tickled with the 
point of a needle, and forthwith the 
web is started, the end of which is 
fastened to the shellaced frame. This 
frame Mrs. Songer deftly turns, fifty- 
four times when filling the frame to 
its capacity. On account of its fineness, 
the web is not visible to the casual 
observer until held to the light. From 
one adult spider alone a silking can 
yield one hundred feet, and from a 
young one fifty feet. A silking can oc- 
cur as often as every four days, two 


of which are feeding days, and two . 


with no food for the spinner, to insure 
a clean web. After spinning a thous- 
and feet of web, the spider usually 
dies, 

As fine as a web naturally is, it is 
sometimes necessary to have it finer. 
To meet such requirements Mrs. 
Songer is able to split a web down to 
five one hundred thousandths of an 
inch. The Government vouches for this 
measurement, the result of calcula- 
tions of a web magnified on a screen. 
These split webs are used in bomber 
gun sights. If a coarse web is needed

HUNTING Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 











Tunting 


this issue of the magazine is one 

of a series of articles in the Music 
Section, by Ulysses Walsh, paying 
tribute to the pioneer recording artist, 
Russell Hunting, Sr. His son, Harry 
Hunting, recently wrote to me, asking 
if I had ever thought of writing on 
this family name—that he would like 
to see an article about it, and told me 
of a book, “Hunting Families,” pub- 
lished in 1888 by Tennis Dimon 
Hunting. : 

This was not my plan for the 
Christmas issue, the Coat-of-Arms 
was to have stars in it—but the wish 
to surprise Mr. Hunting, while his 
father was being honored, resulted 
in his family Coat-of-Arms appear- 
ing now. 

He beareth for Arms: Argent 10 
hurts, 4, 3, 2, and 1. Crest: A dexter 
hand prover holding a shield azure. 
This description, and a black and white 
sketch are found in the genealogy 
mentioned above. The description of 
the shield is found in the English 
authority, Burke’s General Armory, 
but the crest is neither recorded there 
nor in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests, 
therefore it must have been adopted 
by some branch of the family with- 
out being registered. 

This is a silver (argent) shield 
on which are charged 10 disc-like fig- 
ures called “roundles.” Each color 
that a roundle is made, has a different 
name—silver, plate; gold, bezant; red, 


torteau; and blue, hurt. These are’ 


“hurts,” blue roundles, placed 4 on the 


top row, then in succession, 3,2,and 1. 
The crest is a right (dexter) hand of 
natural color (proper), holding a 
blue shield. The color codes in the ac- 
companying picture are: plain surface 
for silver, horizontal lines for blue. 

Usually there is a very definite 
meaning for each symbol, honoring 
some achievement or characteristic or 
profession of the original bearer of 
the Arms. Roundles are no exception 
only in the case of the hurt. Bezants 
indicate victory over the Turks during 
the Crusades; plates, generosity; pur- 
ple, a wound, etc. But the hurt is a 
whortleberry, and no definite meaning 
seems to be printed for its presence on 
a shield. 

However, some branches of this 
family spelled the name “Hurting,” 
and this is probably an example of 
the custom of “canting,” mentioned 
in these columns previously—the cant- 
ing or singing out of the name of 
the bearer through the symbols on 
the shield, 

In the crest, the hand is the pledge 
of faith, sincerity and justice. The 
oldest of writers on heraldic emblems, 
says that the shield is the defence 
and safeguard of soldiers in war, and 
serves to honor them in time of 
peace, and it signifies “‘. Defender” 
when borne of one plain color in a 
Coat-of-Arms. 

Blue signifies loyalty and 
silver, sincerity and peace. 

Various forms of the name have 


truth, 


been discovered: Hundt, Huntus, 
Houtus; Hunding; Hundingus and 
Huntingas, Anglo-Saxon forms; 


Hundland in Denmark; Huntingus in 
Germany; Hunting, Huntting, and 
Hurting in England. John Hunting 
was the first in America, but later 
the two “t’’s are found in this country. 

John Hunting was born in England 
in 1597, and married Hester (Esther) 
Seaborn about 1617, coming to Ded- 
ham, Mass. with his family in 1638. 
He was freeman (that is, owned 
property and belonged to the church) 
in 1639. He was a founder of the 
Dedham church and a “ruling elder” 
in both Norfolk and Suffolk counties. 
The Dedham Register of 1638 says 
that he “entertayned to purchase 
John Boledge’s lot.” 

A brother, Samuel Hunting, resided 
in Chelmsford and was captain of 
the “praying Indians” who sided with 
us in King Philip’s War from 1675- 
1678. 

The will of Esther, wife of John 
Hunting, gives much in detail of the

family, including the mention of a 
legacy from her brother Richard 
Seaborne, residing in England. 

John Hunting’s son Nathaniel was 
the second pastor of the Presbyterian 
church in East Hampton, Long Is- 
land, This was his first and only 
pastorate, and only after fifty years 
of service was he released at his own 
request. In 1888 his home still re- 
mained in the _ possession of his 
descendants. It was held under a 
grant from King William IV _ to 
Josiah Hobart for the rent of one 
“Pepper Corn” a year. He assigned 
it to Nathaniel Hunting. Nathaniel 
was a graduate of Yale in 1693. 

Three Huntings were members of 
Old South Church in Boston in the 
early 19th century, and three graves 
are in the ancient Copp’s Burying 
Ground. By 1826, three Huntings were 
graduates of Harvard, and six of Yale. 

Thomas Hunting, son of Jona and 
Sarah, born in 1789, was, in 1816, a 
member of “The Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company.” He was a 
Boston Merchant, keeping a West 
India goods store at 135 Orange St., 
now Washington St. In 1816 he was 
Lieut. of the 3rd Regiment, 3rd Bri- 
gade, 1st Division, Mass. Volunteers, 
and in 1823-25, was Colonel, and 
Treasurer and member of the finance 
committee. The annals of the 
society state “He was of modest 
manners, amiable temper, industrious 
habits, and was rarely known to make 
a mistake in military affairs.” 

Perhaps at this time it will be ap- 
propriate to talk about the organiza- 
tion, for many of us are descended 
from its earliest members, as_ well 
as those of the 18th and 19th centuries. 
There is a history published in 1895 
by the historian of the company, 
Oliver Ayer Roberts, giving the mem- 
bership from its founding in 1637 to 
1888. Excerpts from the introductory 
chapter are worthy our attention. 

“It is a noticable fact that the re- 
ligious and political leaders among 
the “Pilgrims” of Plymouth Colony 
and the “Puritans,” who were the 
original settlers on the shores of Mas- 
sachusetts Bay, were not fighting 
men.” He continues that they could 
organize and prepare but did not 
come to the front when threatened. 
Then King Charles authorized the 
Governor and Company “from tyme 
to tyme, and at all tymes hereafter, 
for their special defence, and safety, 
to incounter, expulse, repell and re- 
sist by force of arms, as well as by 
sea as by land, and by all fitting 
waies and means whatsoever, all such 
person and persons, as shall at any 
tyme hereafter attempt or enterprise 
the destruction, invasion, detriment 
or annoyance to the said plantation 
or inhabitants.” 

The company still exists, and only 


those who are descendants of former 
members are allowed to join. There 
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is a women’s Auxiliary, organized for 
the historical interest, and to help 
keep alive the traditions. This func- 
tions through state chapters. 

“Tt elects its officers annually; has 
its stated spring and fall parades; 
listens once a year to a sermon 
preached in a church, which is fol- 
lowed by a ‘feast’ in Faneuil Hall. 

“The Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company in New England is 
also a living link between generations, 
past and present, and has outlived 
every institution, except the Christian 
Church and Public School, that was in 
existence on the American continent 
when.it was chartered. 

The consciousness of unstained line- 
age involves duties as well as privi- 
leges, and each member should feel 
more and more, as generations pass 
away, that his responsibility is greater 
to his company, to his country, and to 
himself; that his part is to aim high, 
act well, and feel— 

The name of every gallant ancestor 

A bond upon his soul against dis- 

grace.” 

With such ideals for membership, 
all of us, as well as the Huntings, 
should be proud to have had ancestors 
upon its rolls. 

To the article about Mr. Hunting 
you will turn for the story of his life, 
and perhaps, when the “surprise” is 
over, in another issue, we may have 
more history to supplement this 
eolumn.

Moving day holds terrors 
enough for people when they con- 
sider the breakage that may 


result, but for top place in the

T was truly a task to pack a 

thousand pair of shakers. I now 
have them fully insured. However, 
many of my rare shakers have an 
intrinsic value, which could never be 
fully compensated by insurance. For- 
tunately, just one pair was broken. 

At present the bulk of my collection 
is stored away. I have a couple of 
hundred of my choicest pair's displayed 
in a china cabinet in the dining room. 
I am very sorry I don’t have room at 
present to display my entire collec- 
tion. In my opinion a collection loses 
much of its appeal unless it is 
appropriately displayed. 

As soon after the war ends as 
building conditions permit, we intend 
to build a permanent home and are 
planning to have a breakfast bar. 
I would like to have tiny shelves 
built all along one wall to form a salt 
and pepper background for this break- 
fast bar. 3 

However, this shaker hobby can be 
displayed just as effectively in the liv- 
ing room. When ,I lived in Duluth I 
had the shakers displayed on shelves 
built across one end of the living 
room.

shakers really gave the entire room 
a warm, lived-in feeling. 

My collection, of course, was the 
most outstanding feature of my liv- 
ing room and it was much admired. 
I was happy to share my hobby with 
other enthusiasts. 

I have 1110 sets of shakers. Every 
pair in my collection is strictly novel- 


ty; represented are people, birds, 
animals, fruits, and miscellaneous 


objects of all types and materials. 
About 80 per cent consists of fine 
china and pottery with the remainder 
wooden, metal or plastic numbers. 

They range in price from eight 
cents to $6.50 a pair. So many collect- 
ors in my opinion, make a _ serious 
mistake. They refuse to spend more 
than a certain set sum, for example; 
more than two dollars for a single 
pair. I could never understand why 
they do this; many of my choicest sets 
cost more than that. 


The better way is to limit the total 
amount spent in any one month, be- 
cause in this way, one is able to 
acquire the choice unusual sets. A 
carefully chosen collection increases 
in value each year and will pay the 
careful collector dividends. 

I had the opportunity to capitalize 
on my hobby when I used salt and 
pepper shakers as accents for table 
decorations at a luncheon I gave. 
Each table had a. theme and the 
shakers fitted in perfectly with the 
different decorations. 


A Mexican table had in the center 
a large figure with a _ removable 
sombrero. The Mexican was the salt, 
the sombrero the pepper, and this 
piece was flanked by my other choice 
Mexican pair of shakers, a_ torro 
and a torreador. At the places I put 
pairs of cactus, rooster, and Mexican 
peasants. 


My second table was set according 
to a military theme with red, white and 
blue as color scheme, and a bugle vase 
for a centerpiece. On one side of this I 
placed one of my choicest pairs of 
shakers, a soldier and his girl friend 
seated on a park bench. On the other 
side stood a sailor, resplendent in 
his blue uniform and white cap, wav- 
ing goodbye to his girl friend. Indi- 
vidual place setting of shakers was in 
keeping with this; for example, I 
used a beautiful pair of airplane 
shakers. 

Most amusing table was the nurs- 
ery rhyme with its sets of Little Boy 
Blue and BoPeep, the King and Queen 
of Hearts, Hansel and Gretel, Mickey 
Mouse, Cat and the Fiddle, and a. bed 
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and a bear (from two separate sets) 
to suggest Goldilocks. 


Most beautiful was the Easter table 
with yellow jonquils in a calla lily 
vase. One set of Shakers in the 
calla lily pattern and others used 
to carry out this theme of Easter 
were yellow ducks, lambs, tulips, 
chickens, and rabbits. 


Then there was the tiny table 
planned for myself and my friends 
who helped me so much in preparing 
all these decorations. Easter bonnets 
and top hats were the pace‘setters 
here and the perfect finishing touch 
was added by my glass top hat and 
cane shaker set. 


You can see that I believe in using 
my collection. That is why I like my 
shaker hobby . 

I have many sets imported from 
foreign countries, some of which 
could never be replaced. I have a 
sailor and his girl friend from Czecho- 
slovakia, a pair of German peasants 
from the Black Forest, Royal 
Canadian Mounties from our neigh- 
bor to the north, white doves from 
England, peasants from France, 
pottery birds from Denmark, Chinese 
figures, and a pair of wine bottles 
recently sent to me by my brother- in- 
law when he was in Sicily. 

I have received many gifts and it 
is such a nice way to remember 
friends. On a recent trip to South 
Dakota, I enjoyed two interesting 
collections, that of Mrs. Armour, and 
the collection of a Mr. Smith. Instead 
of useless souvenirs I now bring 
back interesting additions to my col- 
lection. This trip resulted in a beauti- 
ful pair of pottery sea horses. 

I always read HOBBIES from 
cover to cover and look forward to 
seeing a larger share of your maga- 
zine devoted to the shaker hobby. 
There are a surprisingly large number 
of us shaker collectors—we couldn’t 
find a better hobby.

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a piece of crystal quartz and you 
know it is quartz, there is no need 
to test it-since you already know that 
quartz is No. 7. Similarly, if you 
know the name of any mineral in 
your possession, you can find its hard- 
ness by consulting any standard text 
on gems or minerals. However, say 
that you do a little prospecting on 
your own and pick up a few nice 
pebbles along the beach. Here, in- 
deed, the hardness scale is important 
since it is the application of this and 
other tests that finally reveals the 
identity of the stone. Even if your 
technical knowledge is insufficient to 
actually name the stone, the hardness 
test is valuable—if it checks at No. 6 
or 7 position and has a nice color it 
will make a good gem stone suitable 
for jewelry. Then, too, if you call the 
stone from its hardness position alone 
—feldspar for No. 6 and quartz for 
No. 7—you will probably be right 
seven times out of ten. Of course, 
this is just calling the family name, 
like you know the youngster up the 
street as one of the Jones boys without 
knowing which one. Quartz, for ex- 
ample, includes such well-known gem 
stones as chalcedony, carnelian, blood- 
stone, agate, rock crystal, amethyst 
and tiger-eye. Feldspar, at No. 6 
position, is the family name for moon- 
stone, amazonite, aventurine, labra- 
dorite and others. 


Test minerals in the Mohs scale 
can be purchased in boxed sets or in 
pencil holders. Boxed sets usually in- 
clude a specimen of all ten minerals 
in the scale, while the pencil set is 
confined to the higher numbers. A 
typical set of seven pencils would in- 
clude feldspar, 6; quartz, 7; zircon, 
74; topaz, 8; chrysoberyl, 815; cor- 
undum, 9; diamond, 10. A variation 
of the pencil set is the hardness 
wheel. This has a hub and seven 
spokes, the test minerals being mount- 
ed at the ends of the spokes. Many 
amateurs and even quite a few 
jewelers get along without the test 
minerals by using other materials 
of about the same hardness. For ex- 
ample, your fingernail is about No. 
2, while a steel file is No. 7, as shown 
in table below. If a file bites into the 
stone being tested, its hardness is

below 7; if the file slides across it, 
the stone is harder than 7. Many 
imitation stones made of glass are 
easily detected in this manner. 
Hardness tests are easily made, but 
a certain amount of care must be 
exercised if you are checking finished 
gem stones. Needless to say, you must 
do your testing on some portion of 
the stone that does not show, such as 
the girdle of a faceted stone or the 
back of a cabochon. The scratch need 
not be over 1/16 inch long. Rub the 
test area briskly with cloth so that 
you will not be fooled by a powder 
ridge. If the stone is scratched by, say, 
quartz (7) and not by feldspar (6), 
it has a hardness of 6%. If the stone 
is scratched by quartz and also 
scratches the quartz, it is evident 
that the two are of equal hardness.

More Jade Found 
in Mexico 


Specimens of commercially valu- 
able jade found in the region of 
southern Mexico indicate that de- 
posits have not been exhausted, Dr. 
Matthew W. Stirling, one of Ameri- 
ca’s outstanding archaeologists, re- 
ports. 

In an interview Dr. Stirling de- 
clared that during several Mexican 
expeditions he had found more than 
1,000 specimens of jade, drawn from 
the earth by Mexican inhabitants of 
centuries ago. 

The leader of six American expe- 
ditions sponsored by the national 
geographic society and the Smith- 
sonian Institution, Dr. Stirling said 
the specimens discovered represented 
the only real jade ever found in the 
New World and that 70 of them were 
of the most valuable type, known as 
“imperial jade.” 

He stated the specimens found in- 
dicated a large number of sources 
and that it was extremely unlikely 
that the deposits had been exhausted. 
Native prospecting for jade probably 
stopped with the impact of Spanish 
culture because “the 
weren’t interested in jade; they were 
interested in gold.”

ie distinctive gems in the col- 

lection of rings owned by Phil 
Garland, Sr., of Tacoma, Wash., are 
the Oriental cat’s-eyes. 

Only recently have cat’s-eyes been 
permitted to come out of India. These 
strange gems are highly treasured by 
the Hindu Royalty, and the Mahar- 
ajas have claimed all cat’s-eyes dis- 
covered as their own. Among the 
Hindus it is regarded with awe as a 
sacred charm, and the rarest speci- 
mens have never left their provinces. 
Today, however, the cat’s-eye, which 
is not to be confused with the tiger’s- 
eye, is becoming known to collectors 
in this country. 

The cat’s-eye is aptly named. More 
valuable carat by carat than a dia- 
mond, there is a chatoyancy or play 
of light across the stone that flashes 
like the silky sheen in the gleaming 
eye of a cat. 

Though the olive green shade, or 
the color of a fresh bamboo leaf, was 
the favorite of the ancient Hindus, 
the rarest shade, is a pure honey- 
yellow. 

A ring which is unique in Mr. Gar- 
land’s collection contains two olive 
green cat’s-eyes mounted as the eyes 
of a golden owl. But the most strik- 
ing of all his gems, and perhaps his 
favorite, is a beautiful Oriental eye, 
true honey-yellow in color. It was re- 
cently imported from the Orient, and 
the gem alone is highly valued. 

Remarkable also among this con- 
noisseur’s gems is the jade group. 
All the known shades of jade are 


represented —- white jade, lavender 
and blue jade, Imperial green and 
yellow jade, and a_ seldom-found 


brown jade. Most of these pieces were 
purchased through jade dealers in 
San Francisco. 

3eautifully cased in two velvet- 
lined boxes of English leather, made 
by a San Francisco craftsman, the 
rings in this collection number 160. 


While many of them were bought | 


as is, the majority of the stones were 
chosen unmounted, the settings being 


created specially for Mr. Garland. 

Most unusual of these is a piece of 
deep green jade, flatly cut, which 
tells the collector’s favorite Chinese 
legend. The stone, oval and smooth, 
like a hidden pond, represents the 
sacred pool of China, and is_ sur- 
rounded by two tiny dragons of gold. 
This lovely ring was hand-wrought 
by an old Chinese craftsman, also of 
San Francisco. 

Perhaps the most breathtaking of 
Mr. Garland’s gems are the _ sap- 
phires. 

One pure black star sapphire set 
with diamonds and emeralds on either 
side is particularly stunning. This is 
from India. 

A Chinese grey sapphire is impres- 
sively set in heavy carved silver and 
has a chatoyant play of light. There 
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is also a clear gray star, with star 
rubies at either side, and rarer still, 
one gem which is, oddly enough, half- 
star ruby, and half-star sapphire. 
Quite similar in chemical composition, 
this beautiful gem is a cross between 
the two. 

Two star rubies and a deep pigeon 
blood ruby, a recent acquisition, aug- 
ment the sapphire group. 

Among the rings are milky and 
clear moonstones, a dazzlingly cut 
smoky topaz, all the known beryls, a 
beautiful evening emerald, as well as 
a genuine emerald of great beauty. 
There are signet rings and rings 
bearing the family crest and coat of 
arms. An old English cameo, carved 
to conceal three faces, and a mottled 
thomsonite, named after the famous 
geologist and explorer, stand out as 
novel stones. 

Noticeably lovely are the crest 
rings. Some of them are intaglios 
in carnelian and white onyx. The 
most valuable is a precious gem to- 
paz crest from an old French family. 
This is an intaglio cut in a fashion 
which has not yet been duplicated 
in this country. It is several hundred 
years old, and very beautiful. 

From the Ural mountains of Rus- 
sia, Mr. Garland has acquired a rare 
alexandrite, named after the Tsar of 
Russia. The alexandrite is blue un- 
der natural light, a deep raspberry 
under artificial light. 

Opals represented are the black 
opal of Australia, and the exquisite 
white Hungarian opal, milky and with 
small brilliant flecks of color. 

Green opals, Mexican fire opals, 
and hidden opals, with the colors 
breaking through, were acquired, as

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were many of the stones, through 
friendships with importers in New 
York, San Francisco, and Los Ang- 
eles. 

New to the collection is a harlequin 
opal, with panes of solid color like 
a mosaic floor, clearly separated in 
the gem. This was picked up in an 
old gem shop in Seattle, the dealer 
apparently unaware of its value. 

Excitement in the life of every col- 
lector is the anticipation of some- 
thing new. To Mr. Garland’s collec- 
tion is now being added a seven carat 
green sapphire, which will be one of 
his most intriguing gems since sap- 
phires occur only once in a thousand 
times in green. 

While this connoisseur is partic- 
ularly fond of his sapphires, opals, 
and jades, it is to the cat’s-eyes a- 
mong his gems that he gives his 
greatest enthusiasm, and a jeweler 
friend, recently returned from a buy- 
ing trip in New York, “thought of 
him” when he spotted a_ strange 
dragon ring set with five tiny cat’s- 
eyes; that is now too, part of Mr. 
Garland’s collection, and to his guests 
he is most eager to tell the tales of 
his rarest rings, the Oriental cat’s- 
eyes.

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A SAN FRANCISCO ALBUM

N THE quiet, peaceful morning of 

April 16, 1906, a disastrous earth- 
quake struck California. It left un- 
believable destruction. 

Let’s take a trip via the post card 
to some of the scenes. 

Looking down Kearney from Third 
and Market streets we see thousands 
of pieces of wood and bricks lying 
in the street. In the background we 
note several buildings partly de- 
stroyed. 

Another card from this album 
shows the Examiner Building, all 
that remained after the disaster was 
a shell-like structure. To the right 
we can see shattered windows, bricks, 
wood and glass. A large clock can be 
seen dangling from the second story 
of this building, 

Another card pictures a doctor hur- 
rying down the street with a small 
satchel in his hand, no doubt bewil- 
dered by all of the casualties he has 
found. 

Another card shows the Old Flood 
building. Shattered windows are not- 
ed and an office desk stands in the 
street where it has been thrown by 
the impact of the rumbling earth. 
Nearby a soldier patrols this build- 
ing. 

A contemporary card shows the in-

terior of the Memorial Church, at 
Stanford University at Palo Alto. 
Here one views the massive altar 
which was torn apart, and bricks and 
timber scattered among the pews, 
where thousands of persons once 
worshipped. Directly in front of the 
altar lies a rafter from the demol- 
ished roof. 

Via the post card route, we also 
visit the San Francisco mint, but 
here we find several hundred refu- 
gees, wrapped in blankets, The Red 
Cross is on hand furnishing food and 
clothing to all who were made home- 
less and destitute. 

The City Hall which cost twenty 
million dollars and took 20 years to 
build, was destroyed in twenty sec- 
onds. In the background stands the 
cathedral of the city barely touched. 

On another card we view buildings, 
shattered lampposts, bent and globes 
missing. 

My cards of the earthquake are all 
in perfect condition, but had to be re- 
inforced with a layer of cardboard 
due to their brittleness.

shelves in a den, and those who own 
fine collections of early automobile 
magazines such as “MoToR”, “Horse- 
less Age’, “Automobile”, and the 
early sales catalogs of the manufac- 
turers’ “latest models”, have litera- 
ture to cherish, 

Collectors of radiators name plates, 
however, think that their branch of 
the hobby is the most interesting of 
all, and they have grounds for this 
belief. The plates themselves are as 
yet not too expensive, they take little 
room, because they can be fastened 
on a wall or on a panel board. They 
are so small that duplicates can be 
“swapped” by mail with other col- 
‘ectors. 

Emblems are generally of two 
kinds. The earlier ones_were stamped 
out of sheet brass and polished and 
fastened (generally diagonally) to 
the fins of the radiators. About 1914 
these brass name plates started to 
become out of date, although with 
the popularizing of nickel trim on 
the cars, these name plates had like- 
wise been nickel plated. The manu- 
facturers commenced using a small 
name plate enamelled in colors. As 
time went on name plates became 
more ornate and attractive. Probably 
one of the most beautiful and ex- 
pensive was the special Packard em- 
blem supplied on custom made cars

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by the Los Angeles Packard dis- 
tributor, Earle C. Anthony. This was 
a solid silver emblem of a Peacock 
in about three colors. The diameter 
was about three inches and the cost 
was $25. One of my collector friends 
bought one in a wrecking yard for a 
dollar. The wrecker didn’t know what 
he was selling!! 

I have -onfined my collecting of 
name plates, however, to the brass 
scripts. I have them mounted on two 
walls of my office on a background of 
black felt which shows off the pol- 
lished lacquered emblems to the best 
advantage I found. Most of them can 
be readily identified by the reader 
but there are a few that bear expla- 
nation. Commencing at the upper top 
left of No. 1 is the Apperson Jack 
Rabbit ‘8”; ‘“‘Unic” was a French 
car; then the “Baker Steamer”; “AC” 
was a French car; “Great Smith” car 
was made in Topeka, Kans., and ‘‘Al- 
fa Romeo,’ an Italian car. The 
“White” emblem is a beautiful one, 
18 inches long, from a White Steam- 
er; remember their slogan, “The In- 
comparable White’? (In a_ later 
article I will show a picture of my 
1906 ‘‘White,” probably in the finest 
condition of any car in the country 
today.) 

The next one is a step plate of a 
“St. Louis” car, the predecessor of 
the “Doris.” Their slogan, incident- 
ally, was “Rigs That Run.” “Will- 
ard,” frankly I don’t know what this 
is; I got it off a car in a wrecking 
yard, but I am not certain that it is 
acaremblem. The circle and head of 
an arrow is a ‘‘Scania Vabis” made 
in Sweden. Below the “Page” is the 
“Panhard and Levassor” made _ in 
France. The stroke of lightning is 
of course the “Marmon Roosevelt.” 
“Rambler,” and below that a “White” 
step plate. The “Arbenz” was an as- 
sembled car; below that is “White” 
step plate. The hexagonal one is a 
“Daniels” hub cap in solid brass. On 
the right, the “Ballot,” of a French 
car. The remaining small ones are 
various number plates, registration 
discs, etc. 

Number 2 picture is somewhat 
easier. This group is above my desk. 
The speedometer and clock are from 
a 1909 “Crane Simplex.” The clock 
makes a fine timekeeper for my desk. 
To the right is a ‘“‘Lincoln” dog 
mounted on a walnut base as a pa- 
perweight.

have been returned as being out or 
print. 

“Lovers of Our Blessed Mother in 
various quarters have expressed their 
willingness to present books, and 
when books begin to circulate it will 
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be highly desirable to have two copies 
of each work,” he said. 

Oldest document to date in the 
collection is “Vita Beatissimae Virg- 
inis Dei Genitricis,” or ‘“‘The Life of 
the Most Blessed Virgin Mary, Mother 
of God,” printed in 1759 in Bamberg, 
Germany. There is only one other 
extensive collection in Marrology, in 
a Carmelite Monastery in Belgium. 
No collection of Mariology of the 
same proportions as the Marian Li- 
brary is known to Father Baumeister. 
John P. Then of Hastings, Minnesota, 
has a collection of pictures, statues 
and tapestries which was written up 
in Hoppies Magazine in December of 
1943.
